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Suttle as a Kick in the Head 

Formula One development deal well worth more scrutiny

Better count your chickens, Austinites, 
because Richard Suttle is loose in the hen- 
house again. Everyone’s favorite developers’ 
attorney is at City Council today (Nov 18), 
asking for $13.5 million (maybe more by the 
time you read this) “to provide water [and 
wastewater] service to the Formula 1 . . . devel- 
opment located at 7700 Elroy Road.” For that 
expenditure, the city is requiring assurance 
that the project: a) hires a fair share of minor- 
ity- and woman- owned contracting firms, and 
b) installs oversized pipes to accommodate 
additional development expected in the area. 

Now, the very fact that Richard Suttle is 
involved in this project should give everyone 
pause. He’s the developers’ equivalent of 
criminal attorney Roy Minton: the guy you go 
to when you’re guilty, when you want to get 
something approved or subsidized that you 
really don’t deserve. 

Over the years, Suttle has represented 
pretty much every development affront in 
town: the Northcross Walmart, the Domain, 
the Hyde Park Baptist Church parking 
garage, the Concordia debacle, the pile of 
rubble that was Las Manitas Avenue Cafe - 
the list could go on at some length. The last 
Suttle-repped project we reported on was the 


300 E. Riverside condo towers, of which 
Katherine Gregor wrote that it presumed 
“such greedy setback variances, [was] so out- 
rageously out of scale, and ... so blatantly 
disrespectful of [Waterfront Overlay] values” 
that it spawned a whole new citizens’ group, 
SaveTownLake . org. 

The selling points are always the same, and 
will sound familiar to anyone listening to the 
current FI discussion: 

1) “It’s a private project. And it’s a done 
deal. We’re not asking for public money, we’re 
abiding by all applicable regulations, and we 
have all the rights and permissions we need, 
so we can build whatever we want. But, out of 
the goodness of our hearts, we’d be happy to 
discuss giving the city something - minority 
jobs, say - if you give us . . . .” Hint: The “extra” 
jobs or parkland or whatever is always some- 
thing that either costs nothing (FI) or that 
they were going to have to do anyway (Domain, 
Northcross). And if it were a “done deal,” 
Suttle wouldn’t be sitting there asking for our 
money to pay for it. 

2) “There’s a tight deadline due to outside 
forces. We really need to get this one part 
signed off on now, in principle, and we’ll fill in 
the details later.” This tactic is why many of 


the original promises never get put down on 
paper, or if they do, they are often either mys- 
teriously misplaced (HPB, Northcross) or qui- 
etly rewritten at a later date (Domain, 
Riverside). But piecemeal approvals - particu- 
larly for something as substantial as a $13 
million city construction project, in the cur- 
rent case - cycle back into the “done deal” 
aura of inevitability. 

□ 

In general, I kind of like the idea of Formula 
One in Austin. I don’t really buy either the 
environmental or the lifestyle complaints 
about whether it’s a good fit here. So if folks 
who should know are convinced that they can 
make a go of it, more power to them. But that 
should be their gamble, not the city’s. 

In specific terms, there are two big red- 
flag problems with the agreement before 
council today.

Yet council appears to be pre- 
pared to sign off on the designated $13.5 
million, in an expedited fashion, without 
full vetting: Why? 

Second, even if the first question could be 
answered affirmatively: It is absolutely crazy 
that the city of Austin should be the entity 
to risk the first actual investment dollars to 
get construction going while we wait to hear 
back about the rest of the details - includ- 
ing whether the project is going to happen. 
If this agreement goes through as planned, 
the developers, hand Accelerator, LFC, will 
presumably start putting in the oversized 
water and sewer lines more or less immedi-

ately (using our money). And if one of the 
myriad balls that are still in the air happens 
to drop, and the project doesn’t material- 
ize, what happens? We’re out $13 million 
worth of infrastructure (which area neigh- 
bors have previously said they didn’t want), 
and the developers are out ... oh wait, 
they’re not really out anything, and they 
have nice, new, prepaid water lines built 
right through their property. Feeling warm 
and fuzzy yet? 

A fiscally prudent City Council would take 
tomorrow’s agenda items under advisement 
and offer back the same verbal promises we’re 
so used to accepting from the other side: 
Once the figures are vetted, we’ll agree to this 
deal in principle, if and when the rest of the 
project comes together. 

But don’t bet on fiscally prudent action 
from this council. ■ 

PS: By the way, FI’s next big anticipated 
cost for the city will be the estimated $4 mil- 
lion a year for public safety expenses (or “four 
Domains,” as Council Member Bill Spelman 
mused earlier this week).

ECONOMIC WOES NOT FAULT OF POOR 

Dear Editor, 

We’ve barely begun our inexorable swirl 
down the economic drain, and who are my con- 
servative friends poised to blame for it? Why, 
the poor, of course. OK, that’s oversimplifying 
it a bit: “People who don’t work taking money 
from those who do” is the actual conserva- 
tive narrative, and like any good story, there 


are good guys and there are villains. Too 
bad it isn’t actually true. Look it up yourself: 
The bottom 20% of the American population 
makes do on a measly 6% of our total annual 
wealth (GDP). Fact is, the real reason we can’t 
shake these current economic blues is that 
the demand side of the classic supply-and- 
demand equation has been badly wounded, 
and while you’ve been busy struggling to pay 
your bills these last years, the entire middle 
and lower classes have lost enough ground to 
the rich that we can no longer play like we’re 
keeping up. How did this happen? Their pay- 
for-access plan worked well, is how. Legislative 
policies of all kinds have overwhelmingly 
favored the very wealthiest, which has meant 
that our fair share of creating their riches has 
instead steadily migrated upward. The result 
is a mere wealth “disparity” morphing into a 
wealth “distortion.” These days the Top 10 
boast upward of 80% of American GDR which 
means there aren’t many percentage points 


left for us schmucks stuck in the middle. If 
you’ve been paying attention to current events, 
you’ll know the fortunate class isn’t quite will- 
ing to do the patriotic and sensible thing and 
just give some of the money back. However, 
the good news is that capitalism has an 
elegant mechanism to equalize this inherent 
unfairness: Much of the paper wealth of the 
superrich - their stocks, bonds, and currency 
- will simply vaporize in value in the coming 
months, putting us on a more equal footing. Of 
course, we’ll all be poorer, too, but in merely 
five years or so, supply and demand should 
reach some sort of workable equilibrium and 
our pain should begin to subside. Here’s the 
bad news: Remember that thing about people 
not working taking from those who do - well, 
there’s a 50-50 chance that’s going to be you 
soon. In literature, they call that “irony.” Hey, 
it was a hell of ride while it lasted. Enjoy the 
soup, everybody!

A Hill of Beans 

Tom DeLay story a profile in political corruption

It’s difficult to get too excited about a trial over an 
eight-year- old grand theft when you know that - no 
matter what else happens - the defendant will be 
allowed to keep his ill-gotten gains. 

That’s one brooding reaction to the ongoing trial 
of former GOP congressional Majority Leader 
Tom DeLay Travis County prosecutors are 
trying to hold DeLay accountable for the 
money-laundering swap of $190,000 in 
corporate (“soft”) money to the Repub- 
lican National Committee in return for 
$190,000 from individual (“hard”) 
contributions donated directly to Texas 
House candidates in the 2002 election, 
in the name of the DeLay-founded Texans 
for a Republican Majority Political Action Com- 
mittee. In the simplest and long-statutory terms, 
Texas candidates cannot accept campaign funds 
from corporations (or unions); prosecutors are try- 
ing to prove that DeLay knowingly directed the 
swap because TRMPAC was having trouble raising 
sufficient individual donations, and therefore DeLay 
and his aides conspired to circumvent the Texas law 
forbidding such corporate contributions. 

The defense’s response to these charges, in the 
arguments of DeLay’s attorney Dick DeGuerin, has

basically been threefold: 1) that the case is just 
“about politics”; 2) that political money swaps go 
on all the time, and there’s nothing criminal about 
them; 3) that even if the factual allegations about 
TRMPAC are true, DeLay had nothing to do with 
them (although he couldn’t stop bragging 
about it at the time). “He was just a figure- 
head, and a good one,” said DeGuerin. 
That’s a job I’d definitely like to have - 
none of the work and all of the credit. 

It’s impossible to tell whether the 
jury is buying DeGuerin’s arguments, 
but Judge Pat Priest has explicitly reject- 
ed at least one - that the money going 
into the RNC from TRMPAC was “different 
money” from that going out from the RNC to 
the Texas House candidates, because the outgoing 
checks were written from a hard money account. “I 
don’t care if you put it in one pocket and took 
money out of the other pocket,” Priest said, because 
- in the central question under trial - there might 
still be criminal intent to launder the money. 
“Money is absolutely fungible. It’s like beans.” The 
jury was not in the courtroom at the time, so the 
judge’s Bean Theory may never get a fair hearing.

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> ACLU HQ BIDS ADIEU The American Civil Liberties Union last 
week announced that it will move its Texas headquarters from 
Austin to Houston in July. “Why Houston?” Executive Director 
Terri Burke wrote in an e-mail to the Chronicle. “The Bayou City 
is the nation’s fourth largest and most visible city in Texas. Such 
a move will be both symbolic and functional.” And, she wrote, “the 
10-county metropolitan area is simultaneously a laboratory for 
every imaginable civil rights violation that occurs in Texas.” 

Indeed. The organization will also be increasing its statewide 
presence by opening several new offices, including one in 
Brownsville. With 20,000 members, the ACLU of Texas is the 
eighth largest affiliate of the national organization that focuses on 
protecting “fundamental rights and liberties embodied in the U.S. 
Constitution, state and federal law,” reads a press release. The 
organization will keep its Austin office for legislative and policy 
work, Burke wrote. “Austin will remain the focus of much of our 
work, particularly in the legislature. Our relationships at the State 
Capitol will continue to be the backbone of many of our efforts,” 
she continued. “Our Central Texas volunteers are among the most 
active and we see their dedication and commitment as a model 
for involvement throughout the state.” - Jordan Smith 

> ROOM FOR SECOND PLACE Though he lost his Election Day bid 
to remain on the 353rd Judicial District Court bench, Judge Jeff 
Rose has scored another gig, on the 3rd Court of Appeals. Gov. 
Rick Perry appointed him to the seat vacated by Judge Alan 
Waldrop, who resigned abruptly in midterm. This is Rose’s sec- 
ond bench appointment; in 2009, Perry appointed him to the 
353rd, after the death of Judge Scott Ozmun. Rose, a Republican, 
ran to remain on that seat but lost to Dem challenger Tim Sulak. 
Rose told the Chronicle earlier this year that he believes politics 
end at the courthouse door and lamented that Texas judges are 
forced to run partisan election campaigns. Still, his appointment 
to the 3rd Court means the influential bench - which covers 
appeals in 24 counties, appeals from state agencies, and high- 
profile public corruption cases - is now firmly Republican- 
controlled, with four GOP judges (Bob Pemberton, David Puryear, 
Rose, and the newly elected Melissa Goodwin) and just two Dems 
(Chief Justice Woodie Jones and Judge Diane Henson). - J.S. 

> STATE’S CASE HUNG BY A HAIR Yet again, evidence suggests 

that Texas may have executed an innocent man. Claude Jones 
was put to death in December 2000 for the murder of liquor store 
owner Allen Hilzendager. The key evidence connecting Jones to 
the crime was a hair found in the store where Hilzendager was 
murdered, and an expert testified that the hair was a visible 
match to Jones. It was never subjected to DNA testing, however - 
until now. The results of newly performed testing shows the hair 
was in fact Hilzendager’s, not Jones’, meaning there was no evi- 
dence linking Jones to the crime. Jones, who proclaimed his inno- 
cence until his death, had asked for a stay of execution in order 
to have the hair tested, but was denied; the execution memo pro- 
vided to then-Gov. George W. Bush by his general counsel’s office 
made no mention of Jones’ request for the testing. The evidence 
was set to be destroyed until the Innocence Project and The 
Texas Observer filed suit to get access. “The DNA results 
released today may not prove that Jones was innocent, but they 
do raise serious questions about whether the prosecution’s case 
was strong enough to present to a jury and the decision to seek 
the death penalty in the first place,” said former Texas Gov. Mark 
White in a press statement last week. “No matter what your opin- 
ion of the death penalty, I hope we can all agree that it should 
only be used when the state is absolutely sure that the right per- 
son has been convicted.” (See the DNA analysis report online 
with this article at austinchronicle.com.)

AND THE RACE BEGINS 

Council filings remind, us there’s always another campaign

For most people, May’s City Council elections - with, 
in the city’s staggered system, three seats of seven up for 
grabs - are the last thing on their minds, ranking some- 
where below Thanksgiving, Christmas, New Year’s Eve, the 
NYE hangover, President’s Day, Valentine’s Day, South by 
Southwest ... and roughly 13,000 other things. 

But then again, politicians - and the Hustle - ain’t 
most people. 

So like it or not: Monday, Nov. 15, was the first day candi- 
dates could file for the May 14, 2011, election, and therefore 
campaign season is upon us - and with it, another glimpse 
into the semi-incestuous, interlocking constellation of bold- 
faced names that make up Austin’s establishment politerati. 

For starters, all three council incumbents will be seeking 
another term. Chris Riley has announced his intention to run 
for re-election to the Place 1 seat he won just two 
years ago, to complete the unexpired term belong- 
ing to Lee Leffingwell, who left one year in to 
run for mayor. Longtime political consultant 
David Butts will run Riley’s campaign; Mike 
Clark-Madison, policy and research director at 
consulting firm Hahn, Texas (and a former 
Chronicle News editor), is named as treasurer, 
while Susan Harry will reprise her role from 
Riley’s 2009 campaign as a fundraising consultant. 

Randi Shade also wasted no time announcing 
her intentions: Her Place 3 re-election campaign will be 
managed by Katherine Haenschen, who helmed Riley’s 
2009 campaign as well as the Travis County Dems’ 2010 
coordinated campaign (you know, the lonely blue island). 
Harry will also serve as Shade’s fundraising guru, while 
local prog consultants Mike Blizzard and Mark Littlefield 
will act in advisory roles. 

Laura Morrison’s Place 4 re-election run features Jim 
Wick as campaign manager (Wick ran the long shot but victo- 
rious Karen Sage judicial campaign), with Butts pulling dou- 
ble-duty as her chief consultant. Rounding out the team are 
media consultant Dean Rindy, pollster Jeff Smith, and field 
director (and former Chronicle Screens editor/Leffingwell 
ground-gamer) Shawn Badgley. 

That’s just the incumbents; as the Hustle writes, no chal- 
lengers have yet filed in any of the three races. Chatter held 
that Liveable City-aligned local lib Ann Kitchen was mulling 
a run against Shade (perhaps the reason Shade was so fast 
out of the gate), but the Hustle’s learned the former state 
rep has decided not to run. We also hear Austinites for 
Action’s Dominic Chavez, last seen agitating against the 
mobility bond package, was considering a run from the right 
in Place 1 or Place 4 - but as of Wednesday night, we haven’t 
seen any announcements. 


HERE COME THE WATERWORKS 

While election season is a veritable World Series for inside- 
baseball scorers like yours truly, it also distorts (or, arguably, 
illuminates) ongoing City Council action through the same 
prism. Take Item 5 on this Thursday’s (Nov. 18) agenda, 
which would in one fell swoop approve payout of the remain- 
ing $300 million (of the $359 million authorized) for construc- 
tion of Water Treatment Plant No. 4. The water utility says 
block funding will give the construction manager greater nim- 
bleness and latitude in contracting, a more economical and 
efficient strategy for building the controversial waterworks 
(see “WTP4: $300 Million in One Gulp?,” p.18). But with 
ardent protest having dogged WTP4 at every previous appro- 
priation, it’s naive to imagine there’s no tactical political 
aspect to the proposal. Whether or not the mass appropria- 
tion passes, it won’t end construction; rather, the utility 
will continue to pursue its piecemeal approach. 

It will be fascinating to see what role WTP4 might 
play in spring’s elections. At what point, for example, 
might opponents stop opposing the plant’s construc- 
tion altogether on principle and instead pivot to bird- 
dogging the process, to ensure it comes in on time, 
on budget, and with minimal environmental impact? It 
would seem any potential candidacy confined to WTP4 
single-issue status would be doomed to failure, with city 
expenditures by then crossing the Rubicon into hundreds of 
millions of dollars. However, with the storm brewing over 
today’s sudden water/wastewater service requests for the 
Formula One racing site, requiring $13.5 million in up-front 
costs to the city (see “How Do You Formulate a Grand Prix?,” 
p.24), enviros have a new target to train their ire on. 

Likewise, Item 57 from Leffingwell and Mike Martinez, 
provocative on its own, takes on greater significance as 
spring beckons: a resolution supporting passage of “meet 
and confer” legislation at the Capitol for the city’s rank-and- 
file, non-civil-service (i.e. , public safety) employees. That’s the 
same contract-bargaining status Austin’s police, fire, and EMS 
unions enjoy, and along with the city’s previously recumbent 
negotiating practice, it’s one reason public safety consumes 
an increasingly untenable portion of city revenues. Granting 
meet-and-confer powers to Austin’s AFSCME local should 
mean city employees would be more than an afterthought 
each budget cycle, and in theory it should serve as a brake 
on runaway public safety spending. And while it’s the right 
thing to do, it’s hard to see it hurting Martinez and Leffing- 
well’s re-election chances in 2012. 

At least we’re not there yet. But soon .... ■

The Brand Name 

I asked campaign finance law expert Fred 
Lewis what he thought of DeGuerin’s argu- 
ments, and he was more than a trifle skepti- 
cal. “The argument is fundamentally untrue 
and mistaken,” he said. “In the first place, it 
is no defense to say that ‘everybody else 
steals or commits a crime, so I can too.’ 
There may be other swaps in other states 
with other laws, but the law in Texas against 
this kind of thing has been in force for 100 
years.” Lewis said the defense is also confus- 
ing common internal party swaps with the 
TRMPAC case, in which the RNC was 
exchanging funds with a PAC to directly fund 
candidates. “Parties in certain circumstances 
can get corporate money for administrative 
expenses,” he continued, “but candidates in 
Texas can never get corporate money.” That 
explains last week’s evidentiary procession 
of former GOP candidates who testified that 
they had indeed been happy to receive the 
TRMPAC checks and simply presumed they 
were legally obtained. 

Lewis had identified 
the IRS records reflecting 
the TRMPAC money 
transfer and was one of 
two people who filed the 
original criminal com- 
plaints against DeLay. 

The other was Craig 
McDonald of Texans for Public Justice. (Both 
men testified early in the trial.) McDonald 
also doesn’t think the “everybody does it” 
argument will work in this case, and noted 
that last week the jury had heard DeLay’s 
own recorded acknowledgment to prosecu- 
tors that he had known about the money 
transfer before it happened. “They may not 
have a smoking gun,” McDonald said, “but 
they certainly have a noisy gun.” 

McDonald finds particularly absurd 
DeLay’s claim that he had little to do with 
TRMPAC. “DeLay was their brand,” McDon- 
ald said. “They wouldn’t have raised all this 
money without DeLay.” 

The DeLay Legacy 

Thus far in the courtroom, it’s been the 
meticulous plodding of the prosecutors 
through the evidence vs. DeGuerin’s folksy 


repetition that his client is guilty only of 
“successful politics.” Perhaps the jury will 
buy that, if they happen to share the popular 
cynicism about all politicians, and also fail to 
recognize the peculiar specimen on trial 
before them. During breaks in the court- 
room, DeLay puts on his smiley face, takes 
random shots at Ronnie Earle (the “rogue 
prosecutor,” now retired, who decided to 
enforce state law), and, in his best “Little 
Caesar” impersonation, declares to report- 
ers, “The prosecution doesn’t have a case!” 
Last week he was crowing about the GOP 
midterm victories and complaining that he 
wasn’t at the center of them. Yet looking back 
over his handiwork, why should he lament? 
As McDonald acknowledged: “TRMPAC ’s 
goal was accomplished - they got exactly 
what Tom DeLay wanted the [corporate] 
money for. He got a majority of Republican 
seats in the Texas House; he got the realign- 
ment of the Texas congressional delegation 
for a Republican majority; he got everything 
he wanted with that money. 

“That won’t change - 
unless he gets convicted.” 
Lou Dubose is often 
among the reporters in 
the courtroom, although 
he said with a smile that 
DeLay won’t talk to him 
since he wrote (with Jan 
Reid) The Hammer, a 
thorough examination of DeLay’s sorry 
career as a lifelong political hustler and petty 
tyrant, from Sugar Land to Congress to 
Saipan. “I tried to ask him a question at a 
convention,” recalled Dubose, “and he said: 
‘I’m never talking to you. You write shit. You 
write excrement .’ Then he called over an aide 
so he could point me out to him and repeat 
it: ‘You see this man? He writes shit.’” 

It’s quite an honor, of course, to be 
scorned and insulted by the likes of Tom 
DeLay. In the future, when Dubose recalls 
that episode over a drink or two, he can add 
that he and Reid simply reported DeLay’s 
story as they had found it - still steaming 
and resplendent with the excremental stench 
of corruption. ■

WTP4: $300 Million in One Gulp? 


Opponents of Water Treatment Plant No. 4 

are facing high tide, as the city is opening a 
floodgate of funds to the controversial plant 
and voting on a critical plant component. 

This Thursday, Nov. 18, City Council will 
vote on whether to allocate $300 million in 
building funds - the remainder of the $359 
million total due - to construction manager 
MWH Constructors in one fell swoop (Item 
5). The move stands in contrast to how 
WTP4 funds have previously been awarded, 
with smaller contracts for individual services 
awarded as they came up, providing more 
information on construction - and more 
opportunities for protest. 

The usual suspects stand opposed to 
the allocation: Save Our Springs 
Alliance, the Austin Sierra Club, and 
other environmentalists concerned about 
the ecological impact, cost, and growth-pro- 
moting power of the plant, designed for an 
ultimate processing power of 300 million 
gallons a day. However, they were bolstered 
in their opposition last week by the Water 
and Wastewater Commission, which 
voted against recommending the one-time 
money dump. 

Austin Water Director Greg 
Meszaros argued that by aban- 
doning artificial timelines tied 
to council and boards and 
commissions action, the 
allocation would allow 
greater adaptability and 
possibly lower construction 
prices, allowing the con- 
tractor “increased flexibility 
in responding to requests

from prospective [subcontracting] bidders.” 
The Water and Wastewater Commission dis- 
agreed, voting 4-1, with one abstention, 
against the full allocation. However, the com- 
mission’s recommendation has no binding 
power, and the council thus far has held 
steadily 4-3 in favor of WTP4 construction. 
Were the item not to pass, Austin Water 
would likely continue with its contract-by-con- 
tract approach. 

In addition to the omnibus allotment, coun- 
cil takes up a separate, $23.5 million con- 
tract with MWH for additional WTP4 site 
work (Item 4). Also, council is scheduled to 
set a Dec. 16 hearing and vote on whether 
to appropriate parkland facing several homes 
in Northwest Austin for a shaft needed to 
build one of WTP4’s underground water 
mains (Item 66). 

Neighbors along Spicewood Springs 
Road have organized in opposition to the 
shaft and the staging, fearing repeated truck 
trips and construction noise. The city has 
scaled back its plans for the site, changing 
it from a “working” shaft to a “retrieval” 
shaft, which officials say will reduce traffic 
and construction days. But opponents 
haven’t budged. So far, they have staked 
their hopes on the city’s “Section 26 
hearing.” Texas Parks and Wildlife 
Code, Section 26, states that 
parkland can only be taken for 
nonrecreational purposes if no 
“feasible and prudent alterna- 
tive” exists - a case neighbors 
will no doubt try to make Dec. 
16, at City Council’s final meet- 
ing of the year. - Wells Dunbar

Return of the Prodigal Plans 


A criticism regularly levied at the city 
involves its multitude of never-ending plan- 
ning efforts. But some years and millions of 
dollars later, several such efforts are coming 
home to roost this week, bringing with them 
so many presentations on various plans and 
proposals that City Council had to schedule 
an extra meeting. 

Taking up the entirety of a specially called 
meeting Wednesday, Nov. 17, was a presen- 
tation of one of the city’s longest-simmering 
efforts: the Downtown Austin Plan, the 

gears of which began churning back in 2005. 


Pieces of the proposal - which seeks to 
direct growth in the central business district 
by grouping areas into separate “districts” 
defined by character and use - have inspired 
controversy in the past, including the propos- 
al of density bonuses for more intense devel- 
opment Downtown, a failure to adequately 
address the role of the Red River live music 
club scene, and more. 

The final report calls for seven “transfor- 
mation steps” in the next decade, including 
completing a “new generation” of Downtown 
parks threaded by a green, developed 


Waller Creek; completing the first phase of 
urban rail; improving and broadening Sixth 
Street’s appeal; establishing a “Central 
City Economic Development Corporation” to 
boost the area; providing permanent sup- 
portive housing to Downtown’s homeless 
denizens; and more. 

Two additional presentations are sched- 
uled for council’s regular Thursday meet- 
ing, Nov. 18. One is a briefing from the 
African-American Resource Advisory 
Commission, the city group chaired by 
Chiquita Eugene, president/CEO of the 
Capital City African American Chamber of 
Commerce, and Vice Chair Nelson Linder, 
president of the Austin chapter of the NAACP 


A second presentation concerns another 
Downtown issue: the new Central Library, 
to be built abutting the Seaholm redvelop- 
ment along Cesar Chavez. Shepley Bulfinch 
and Lake|Flato Architects should have 
some concepts on hand, but don’t hold your 
breath - the city notes that the “design 
phase,” which begins in January 2011, will 
run all the way through the summer of 2012, 
with a groundbreaking later that year and an 
opening some time in the first half of 2015. 
An encore presentation on the topic will be 
held much sooner: Monday, Nov. 22, 7pm, at 
the Austin History Center. 

Believe it or not, there is one plan on 
which council is actually ready to take action 
instead of merely hearing it - that’s the Parks 
and Recreation Department’s “Long Range 
Plan for Land, Facilities, and Programs” 
(Item 26), which was pulled from the last 
meeting’s agenda but is up for adoption this 
week. The 400-plus page document’s execu- 
tive summary includes - surprise! - aligning 
with the city’s other plans (including the 
Austin Comprehensive Plan), conducting a 
needs assessment, developing parks in the 
North Burnet/Gateway region through the 
nascent Waller Creek district, integrating tran- 
sit-oriented and vertical mixed-use develop- 
ment, and much, much more. - W.D. 


Chapel of Junk? 

The saga of the Cathedral of Junk seems finally to have reached a resolution. On Nov. 16, the city of 
Austin announced a deal letting Vince Hanneman keep the giant structure of found artifacts he built in 
his backyard - on the condition that he limits public access. Hanneman and the city have been at war over 
the South Austin landmark since last spring, when the Public Assembly Code Enforcement unit ordered 
Hanneman to address some serious health and safety issues (see “One Man’s Junk ...” March 26). 
However, there were broader concerns about how many visitors the cathedral attracted to the neighborhood. 
Negotiations turned bitter when he claimed that the city was destroying the artistic integrity of the project, 
and he even briefly threatened to demolish it completely. The structural problems have been fixed since 
then, and the city issued a building permit on Sept. 24. City Planning and Development Review Department 
spokesperson Sylvia Arzola said, “We wanted to clarify that, yes, he does have a building permit, but there are 
conditions attached.” The final agreement prevents Hanneman from opening the cathedral to tourists but does 
allow a small number of special events, such as weddings. - Richard Whittaker

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New Year = New Transit Fares 


To Capital Metro officials and defenders, it’s 
sound financial management. To advocates for the 
transit-dependent, it’s continued neglect of their 
needs in favor of “choice” riders. 

Last week, Capital Metro’s board of directors 
approved changes to the transit agency’s fare struc- 
ture, which Cap Metro staff called a “standardiza- 
tion” of fares. Rather than 
having different fares for 
regular bus service, 
express buses, short 
MetroRail trips, and lon- 
ger MetroRail trips, Cap 
Metro now has just two 
price points for most cus- 
tomers: local (regular bus 
and one-zone MetroRail) 
and regional (all-zone 
MetroRail and 
MetroExpress). Also, 
for the first time, seniors 
and people with disabili- 
ties will be charged a 
fare, albeit half-price. 

It’s those last two 
changes - the regional 
and elderly/disabled 
fares - that had some 
speakers at last week’s 
board meeting steamed. 

Throughout the long saga 
of getting MetroRail up 
and running, activists for 
those living in poverty or 
with disabilities have 
argued that they are get- 
ting less while Cap Metro 
tries to lure in suburban- 
ites, who usually have 
other transportation choices. The fare changes only 
reinforced that view - while the elderly and people 
with disabilities now must pony up, Red Line custom- 
ers will be paying less. 

“Capital Metro, with direction from the board of 
directors, is continuing to make responsible, sound 
decisions that will provide a sustainable future for 
public transportation in Central Texas,” CEO/ 
President Linda Watson said in a press statement. 
“The new fare structure will allow Capital Metro to 


improve its fare recovery rate and still offer some of 
the most affordable transit fares in the country.” 
She’s right on that latter point - as manage- 
ment has often cited during the fare discussion, 
Cap Metro’s fares are indeed low compared to 
other peer transit agencies. For more than two 
decades, ending just a couple of years ago, the 
^ agency charged 50 cents 
i for a bus ride, and its finan- 
> cial critics said that Cap 
| Metro’s low “fare recovery 
| rate” - the operating costs 
z recouped from fares - was 
at least one factor in the 
agency’s current, difficult 
monetary situation. 

Those arguments didn’t 
sway some wheelchair-bound 
riders. “The handicapped do 
you a favor when they take 
the fixed-route bus system,” 
said Sandy Seekamp, a 
regular attendee at board 
meetings. “We as handi- 
capped are told constantly it 
costs you $40 for every time 
we take the handicapped 
bus [MetroAccess, the agen- 
cy’s paratransit service]. If 
we are using the fixed rail 
system, we are saving the 
bus company a great deal of 
money. It’s like cutting off 
your nose to spite your face.” 
“Capital Metro is discrimi- 
nating against me and all 
people with disabilities, and 
especially now by charging 
$1.2 million [the revenue 
expected from the new fares, actually $1.7 million], 
and you’re going to leave me sitting at one or two 
out of three bus stops that are inaccessible,” said 
ADAPT of Texas’ David Wittie, referring to the thou- 
sands of bus stops that are not wheelchair-accessi- 
ble. “Every day I have problems getting on a bus. ... 
You should take that money, any money that you 
raise by increasing the revenues and raising the 
fares, we think you should put it back directly into 
increasing bus stop accessibility.” - Lee Nichols

Car2Go Sweeps Austin Off Its Wheels 

On its first anniversary of partnering with the city of Austin, Car2Go N.A. LLC - 
Daimler’s North American car-share program - celebrated this past week with the tradi- 
tional one-year gift of paper: a press release detailing the program’s coming expansion. 
The plan is to expand the current operating “fence” (which presently stretches to 51st and 
Koenig to the north, Highway 183 to the east, MoPac and Exposition Boulevard to the 
west, and Oltorf to the south) after completing an assessment of current mobility patterns. 
The new boundaries will be announced closer to an anticipated spring 2011 fleet expan- 
sion. According to Car2Go CEO/President Nicholas Cole, the Austin program has logged 
in “300,000 miles driven, 100,000 rentals and close to 15,000 registered members” in 
its first year. Next year, the program will add 100 cars to the current fleet of 200, and the 
original 200 smart fortwo models will be replaced by a new Car2Go edition, designed by 
the Smart company specifically for car-sharing. The new edition will feature navigation 
and radio upgrades, “more robust” seats and rims, and new hardware to streamline the 
car-sharing procedure. About 80% of the new Car2Go cars will also sport solar roofs to 
charge the battery, power the hardware, and run a ventilation system to reduce the interior 
temperature, thereby expending less energy for cooling and ultimately reducing fuel con- 
sumption - a thoughtful gift for a hot bride like Austin. - Kate X Messer 

Highway Bribery 

You really ought to do the right thing for the environment and start using mass transit 
or bicycling - but maybe you lack the motivation? If so, David Vitanza has a deal for you. 
On Monday, the project development director of Schlosser Development unveiled Park It 
for the Market - a collaboration with NuRide - an online program that offers discounts 
on various products and services to commuters who choose alternative transportation 
instead of, as Vitanza put it, “evil single-occupancy vehicles that we’re addicted to.” How 
it works: Register at www.parkitforthemarket.com for free, start logging your noncar trips 
(including telecommuting), and start racking up points, which can eventually be 
redeemed. You must register an organizational affiliation (such as your employer), but 
otherwise, the program operates on the honor system. Vitanza sheepishly admitted that 
he lives in Lakeway and won’t exactly be walking to work. However, he said, a healthy 
Downtown benefits the whole region, and the Austin version of NuRide’s rewards will be 
concentrated on the “Market District.” (In case you didn’t get the memo, southwestern 
Downtown is now apparently the “Market District.”) However, businesses all over town will 
be participating as well, including Black Sheep Lodge in South Austin, Ozone Bikes in 
Hyde Park, and others. - L.N. 

A Cure for what Trails You 

The recently passed city bonds won’t be the only thing pumping up alternatives to auto 
transportation here in Austin. The National Park Service announced Sunday that the 
Montopolis Tributary Trail Association has been selected to receive technical assistance 
in creating a 2-mile, multimodal trail in Southeast Austin, north of Austin-Bergstrom 
International Airport. MTTA will also get help with restoring 40 acres of land to a more 
natural state in hopes of reducing pollution going into Carson Creek. “This plan has 
strong community support, and provides an opportunity to link some of the last remaining 
undeveloped open space in the area to Austin’s growing network of trails’,’ said Kathryn 
Nichols of the National Park Service’s Rivers, Trails, and Conservation Assistance Program 
in a press release. “We want a trail near our creek tributary and urban woods instead of 
dumped tires and trash” said MTTA member Pam Thompson. Another MTTA member, 
Stefan Wray, said, “One of the exciting prospects of NPS staff support will be their help in 
organizing a design charrette or workshop involving community stakeholders, Austin non- 
profits, and city staff to develop a plan for the highest and best use of 40 acres of exist- 
ing and newly acquired public land.” - L.N. 


Holding Fleet to the Fire 

At long last, the city has released the results of an outside 
audit of “selected internal control review procedures” of the 
Fleet Services department, including a review of controls 
over inventory, purchasing, accounts payable and receivable, 
interdepartmental billing, information technology, and general 
accounting. Conducted by San Antonio firm Padgett Strate- 
mann & Co. LLP, the audit cost just less than $51,000 and 
was submitted to the city on July 31. According to the docu- 
ment, released last week, the company received “full and com- 
plete cooperation” from Fleet Services. Notably, however, the 
scope of the audit “did not include reviewing management’s 
performance or the economy or efficiency of operations.” 

Fleet Services has been caught up in controversy since at 
least last year when the Chronicle first reported that the 
department was responsible for dumping thousands of 
scrapped tires at a property in Southeast Austin. Records we 
obtained showed that the department had failed to properly 
track tire disposal, as required by state environmental regula- 


tions, since at least 2006. The city subsequently cleaned up 
its scrap-tire tracking and has contracted with a major tire 
recycler to handle the scrapped rubber. Further, two Fleet 
whistle-blowers told us that the city for years had ignored 
concerns not only about the scrap-tire system but also about 
other departmental functions - like the tracking of inventory. 
One whistle-blower told us that at one point Fleet employees 
tossed into a Dumpster some $250,000 worth of usable 
parts. The department is responsible for management of the 
city’s entire fleet of more than 5,000 vehicles - everything 
from police cars and ambulances to garbage and recycling 
trucks to construction equipment. 

At a July 8 meeting with the Chronicle at City Hall, sever- 
al key officials - including Fleet Officer Gerry Calk, Chief 
Financial Officer Leslie Browder, and Deputy CFO Jeff 
Knodel - said the city had engaged the outside auditors 
to review Fleet operations and that the report would likely 
be ready for review within a month. Yet it wasn’t until last 
week, some four months later, that the city finally released 
the document. 


In the report, the accountants make several recommenda- 
tions related to tracking used tires and 37 recommendations for 
beefing up internal controls - including ensuring that only cur- 
rent employees have computer access, that all time sheets are 
“correct and approved by a supervisor,” and that the department 
better monitor fuel consumption at city fueling locations. In all, 
says Knodel, the audit was a “good assessment” of the depart- 
ment’s “internal controls. We felt these areas needed to be 
looked at because of some of the things that have gone on.” 

The audit did not cover economy or efficiency, says Calk, in 
part because the department already performs that kind of 
market assessment each year, and it has consistently dem- 
onstrated that the city’s Fleet operations are more “cost 
effective” than if the same functions of the more than $40 
million-a-year operation were performed by the private sector. 
Calk says that it’s always “good to have an independent set 
of eyes” review a “complex” operation like Fleet Services. 

“It is a very good assessment,” he says, and “very positive, 
all told.” - Jordan Smith

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House GOP Goes to 

On election night, the 51 remaining House 
Democrats in the Texas Legislature feared 
that the new majority of 99 Republicans 
would be able to steamroll through any policy 
they wanted. But instead of fleshing out its 
legislative agenda, the GOP is embroiled in a 
war over the fate of Speaker Joe Straus, 
and party leaders are still debating what their 
dominating victory on Nov. 2 really meant. 

The exact makeup of the House is still in 
flux. There are already 10 contenders to fill 
the Seguin seat left vacant by 
Republican Rep. Edmund 
Kuempel’s death on Nov. 4: 

That’s seven Republicans, two 
Democrats, and a Libertarian in 
a Dec. 14 special election for a 
seat that hasn’t seen a competi- 
tive race in decades. Meanwhile 
in Travis County, Republican Dan 
Neil trails Democratic Rep. Donna 
Howard by just 16 votes and has until 
two days after the secretary of state can- 
vasses the final results - scheduled for Nov. 
22 - to seek a recount. For Howard it’s still 
business as usual. “I’ve not heard anything 
from Dan Neil or his campaign, so we’re just 
plugging along, doing our work.” 

When those two seats are settled, the first 
order of business for the new session will be

War - With Itself 

selecting the new speaker. San Antonio 
Republican Straus announced his intention to 
run again before the end of the last session. 

It was broadly expected that he would face a 
conservative challenger, especially since his 
power base was weakened. Of the leading 
GOPers who helped him defeat previous 
Speaker Tom Craddick - nicknamed the Gang 
of 11 - four of his key lieutenants are gone: 
Kuempel died; Brian McCall, R-Plano, left to 
become chancellor of Texas State University; 
and Tommy Merritt, R-Longview, and 
Delwin Jones, R-Lubbock, were 
knocked out by primary challengers. 
More damagingly, many of the 
Democrats who formed the back- 
bone of his support are gone, 
swept away in the election. 

Veteran conservative Rep. Warren 
Chisum, R-Pampa, jumped the gun 
by announcing on Oct. 13 that he 
would challenge Straus. Burnishing his 
own experience, Chisum announced, “Straus 
has never served on Appropriations, never 
served on Ways and Means, has never even 
faced a difficult budget cycle, much less 
served as a member during a redistricting 
session.” Then Rep. Ken Paxton, 

R-McKinney, unexpectedly joined the race on 
Nov. 11. He told his fellow members that 


Texas voters “expect us to use this mandate 
to honestly advance conservative principles 
and not simply protect the status quo. These 
goals can only be accomplished with a con- 
servative Speaker.” So far, he’s picked up 
backing from the Young Conservatives of 
Texas, the Republican Liberty Caucus, and 
former U.S. House Speaker-turned-tea party 
sugar daddy Dick Armey. However, there’s 
less excitement about Paxton’s candidacy on 
the floor. He has two GOP supporters, who 
both happen to be his neighbors: his fellow 
Collin County Rep. Jodie Laubenberg and 
Denton County’s Tan Parker. 

Paxton-backer Parker sits on the House 
Republican Caucus Executive Committee, 
which held a straw poll of members on Nov. 
15 to see whether the Republican caucus 
backed selecting the speaker and presenting 
the chosen one as a fait accompli to the 
Democrats. Rep. Patricia Harless, R-Spring, 
has already warned that such a poll could 
violate the Texas Constitution. Howard said, 
“It’s a lot of maneuvering right now, with no 
real way to know what the outcome will be.” 
Yet those maneuvers have some worrying 
undercurrents. When Chisum compared 
Straus, who is Jewish, to Pharaoh by saying, 
“Let our people go,” his comments seemed 
simply tone-deaf. More worrying are the bla- 
tantly anti-Semitic anonymous mailers and 
e-mails, including one that said “Straus is 
going down in Jesus’ name.” 

But Straus may prove difficult to dislodge. 
In 2008, the 74 Democrats threw them- 
selves behind him as the most moderate and 
process-based contender. In 2010, 49 of the 
survivors have pledged themselves to the

incumbent. Even with the handful of defec- 
tions, Straus still has 75 Republicans on his 
pledge list, and his candidacy got an extra 
boost on Nov. 12 with a letter of support 
from the Republican committee chairs. 

Among the signatories are a number of more 
moderate Republican incumbents such as 
Todd Smith of Bedford and Vicki Truitt of 
Southlake, who faced vicious primary chal- 
lenges from the conservative wing. 

So much may ride on the large freshman 
class of GOPers, buoyed by a conservative 
wave that could quickly ebb. A new report by 
the Austin Community College District’s Center 
for Public Policy and Political Studies 
shows straight-ticket voting at a 12-year high in 
gubernatorial races. The long-predicted anti- 
incumbency wave flowed toward the GORwith 
Republicans taking 57% of straight-ticket 
votes. While established electoral wisdom 
holds that it’s tough to dislodge any incumbent, 
the new kids on the floor will have to establish 
themselves as individually re-electable. 

With a 99-seat majority, the Republican 
caucus in the Legislature now finds itself in 
the same position as Dems were in 2008 
when they took Congress: caught between a 
fired-up base eager for reform and a volatile 
electorate prone to buyer’s remorse. On Nov. 
9, Rep. Fred Brown, R-Bryan, told his fellow 
members in a letter: “[Ojur mandate is to 
restore fiscally conservative policies. There 
was comparatively much, much less discus- 
sion on the campaign trail about socially con- 
servative issues.” He warned, “If we over- 
reach in the name of a mandate that may not 
exist, I fear for where our House Majority may 
be two years from now.” - Richard Whittaker 


How bad is the state budget looking? On Nov. 15, the Legislative Budget Board 
adopted Comptroller Susan Combs’ estimated growth rate of 8.92% for the 
2012-13 biennium. That’s down from the 9.14% estimate adopted for 2010-11. But 
considering that the Republican leadership already shoved through a 5% cut in gen- 
eral revenue spending in the current budget and that Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst and 
Speaker Joe Straus already asked state agencies to brace for deeper slices, not 
everyone is convinced that state leaders are acting aboveboard in the budgetary pro- 
cess. Hours before the LBB released its figures, Austin Sen. Kirk Watson spoke out: 

“For years, those in control have balanced the budget with a combination of debt, diversions, and decep- 
tion.” At a legislative preview of the 82nd session, Watson announced what he called his “Honesty Agenda” 
as a structural solution to the state’s predicted $24 billion deficit. The senator’s reform package proposes 
regular budget updates from the comptroller - a move previously resisted by Gov. Rick Perry - as well as a 
change in Senate rules to allow for more public examination of the budget before final approval. - R.W.

SIMMERING WATER WAR 

Here in Texas, we’re suffering from with- 
drawal pains. 

This is caused by our addiction not to alco- 
hol or drugs - but to plain water. And to make 
our pain worse, it’s not the people of Texas 
who are hooked on a destructive water habit 

- it’s the boneheaded executives and greed- 
headed investors in coal-fired and nuclear 
powered plants that generate electricity. 

And don’t laugh at Texas, for the same 
corporate addiction is draining the freshwa- 
ter supplies in other parts of the country as 
well. Question: Which uses more water - 
your washing machine chugging out one load 
of laundry, or the power plant that provides 
the few kilowatts of electricity needed to 
heat the water for that one load? No con- 
test. The power plant uses as much as 10 
times more water to make the electricity 
that you use to fill your machine. 

It doesn’t have to be this way. Solar and 
wind alternatives use almost no water to 
produce electricity - an advantage that 
today’s “clean coal” hucksters and nuclear 
speculators don’t want you or your Congress 
critters to realize. Indeed, their lobbyists are 
pushing hard at both national and state lev- 
els to get regulatory breaks and taxpayer 
subsidies to let these voracious giants keep 
mainlining our nation’s water. 

Private interests now want to build four 
new water-sucking power plants in our state 

- even though Texas already produces far 
more electricity than it needs. Where would 
they get the billions of gallons of water they 
would use each year? From the Colorado 
River, draining it and the region’s Highland 
Lakes of the essential and scarce H 2 0 that 
supplies millions of people in the Austin 
area and downstream. 

Wherever you live, it’s time for a citizens’ 
intervention to break this costly habit. For 
information and action tips, contact Public 
Citizen Texas at www.texasvox.org. 


VOTE AND RUN 

Given the media’s preoccupation with tea 
party politicking and with the full force of 
raw corporate power suffocating our democ- 
racy, you probably haven’t heard that many 
beacons of progressive hope are shining 
brightly from America’s grassroots. 

These efforts show that well-organized 
alley cats can defeat the big money of the 
fat cats. Check out New Jersey, where the 
state AFL-CIO is getting its rank-and-file 
members not merely to support good candi- 
dates but to become candidates. 

For the past dozen years, Jersey’s federa- 
tion of working families has been recruiting, 
training, supporting - and electing - its own 
members to state and local offices. In a 
state where campaigns routinely cost mil- 
lions of dollars, the AFL-CIO spends a mod- 
est $250,000 a year to run a political 
boot camp that schools ordinary folks to 
be successful candidates. More than 160 
of New Jersey’s current officeholders - 
including the state Senate president - are 
union members elected through this grass- 
roots program. Boot-camp attendees learn 
the how-tos of speaking, media outreach, 
fundraising, and other basic democratic 
skills, all focused not just on winning but on 
enacting public policies to advance the mid- 
dle class. 

“We started with zoning boards, school 
boards, councils, then mayor, freeholder, 
and then senators and assemblyman,” says 
the AFL-CIO president. “[We] take our mem- 
bers and apprentice them in the field of pol- 
itics, just as we apprentice them in their 
own crafts.” As a result, labor is no longer 
is a hapless outside group trying to per- 
suade corporate-backed officeholders to do 
the right thing for workaday people but is 
now an inside player with real power to help 
set the state’s policy agenda.

Five months ago, Austinites heard the sur- 
prising announcement that Formula One 
motor racing is coming to town. With the first 
major council vote scheduled for Nov 18, the 
developers, partners, and local government 
are beginning to tackle the complicated and 
potentially daunting reality of turning a big 
dream into a concrete reality, starting with the 
construction of a purpose-built racetrack. 

But the track is only part of what’s now 
planned for the 900-acre tract in southeastern 
Travis County, and the sum of what’s pro- 
posed is quite ambitious. As Formula One 
United States Grand Prix Chair Tavo Hell- 
mund said at a recent luncheon of the Real 
Estate Council of Austin, “Formula One is 
really just the crown jewel of what this multi- 
functional facility’s going to be and what it can 
do for this area.” 

So far, a lot of the talk - including most of 
the satirical commentary - has placed the 
Monaco Grand Prix as the frame of reference. 
Monaco has been a mainstay on the grand prix 
calendar since 1929: A street circuit, it sends 
drivers hurtling across the length and breadth 
of the tiny principality. The glamour, the spar- 
kling seas of the Mediterranean, the ancient 
architecture: In fact, it’s hard to imagine a loca- 
tion less like what’s planned for Austin. 

The more likely model is the home of the 
British Grand Prix, Silverstone Circuit. Situ- 
ated in a rural area, surrounded by small vil- 
lages, and within driving distance of the near- 
est city, Silverstone has a lot in common with 
Elroy, the unincorporated community south- 
east of Austin that will house the FI track. 
Even the road situation is similar: The Ml 
motorway, the UK’s main north-south arterial, 
sits about 10 miles east, and the track site is 
accessed by a smaller dual carriageway leading 
to a couple of small rural service roads. All in 
all, that’s much like the situation in Elroy, 
where the 900-acre site lies next to the still 


underused Highway 130 toll road and between 
two smaller access roads, FM 812 and Pearce 
Lane. The Austin site arguably has better air- 
port access: Austin-Bergstrom International 
Airport is only seven miles northwest of the 
site, compared to a 50-mile drive from 
Silverstone to Birmingham Airport. 

The core purpose of the Austin facility, as at 
Silverstone, will be Formula One, which is 
also a massive part of the economic appeal. A 
grand prix race, unlike a football game, is not 
a one-day event but instead spans a long 
weekend, from open testing on Friday through 
to the post-race celebrations on Sunday. The 
Austin FI group estimates 300,000 visitors 
across the weekend, including 120,000 for 
race day, and while the promoters hope to 
attract crowds from across Texas, many fans 
will travel longer distances and stay for up to 
a week. As project attorney Richard Suttle said 
at a recent meeting of the city’s Environmental 
Board, “That translates into sales tax, hotel 
tax, alcohol tax, rental car tax, in addition to 
the property taxes that will be generated by 
this project in this area.” 

However, no track has ever turned a profit 
from a single race. That’s why Silverstone plans 
to host three major events in the next year: the 
Formula 1 Santander British Grand Prix, the 
Formula Ford 1600 Walter Hayes Trophy, and, 
for motorbike enthusiasts, the MotoGP AirAsia 
British Grand Prix. The current plan calls for 
four to five racing events a year at the Austin 
site. The appeal for their organizers, Hellmund 
argued, will be the track itself. All competitive 
motor-racing tracks are graded by the Federation 
Internationale de l’Automobile (FIA), the rul- 
ing body for motor sports, on a scale of 1 to 5. 
Due to the extraordinary physical and safety 
demands of FI racing, only “grade 1” tracks 
are allowed to host a grand prix; despite their 
world-class reputations, even the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway and Daytona International 


Speedway are “grade 2.” By creating a top-tier 
track, Hellmund said, “it will also have safety 
features that, hopefully, we won’t have to do any 
upgrades for 30 years.” 

Beyond the Checkered Flags 

Nevertheless, even big races will only fill the 
site for a few weekends a year, so the quest 
remains to fill the rest of the calendar. On Sept. 
21, Hellmund’s team unveiled the facility’s 
conceptual plan, giving the first real insight into 
the business model. Aside from the racetrack, 
permanent stands, and LEED-certified green 
offices, the design includes a kart track, a motor 
sports driving club, and a driver/riding experi- 
ence seminar building. Much like Silverstone, 
which offers on- and off-road driving packages, 
the idea is to attract motor sports fans and 
amateur racers to the facility all year round. 

Yet it’s what’s planned away from the track 
that could have the greatest long-term impact. 
In technological terms, Formula One is akin to 
the space race. It may seem hard to explain 
spending all that money to make one person 
go really, really fast, but the value of the spin- 
off technology can be massive. That’s why 
Hellmund and his group are beginning to fill 
out plans for a “research and innovation” cam- 
pus. He said: “Our goal here is to not just do 
a race. Obviously, it will be 
our crown jewel for the first 
two or three years, but as we 
build this, as we envision it, 
then someone will be driving 
down 130 and see the signs 
to this facility and they’ll 
look over and say, ‘That’s 
where the blankety-blank 
complex is, oh, and by the 
way, that’s where they hold 
the U.S. Grand Prix.’ We 
realize that, for the first few 
years, it’ll be the other way 
around, but if we do it right, 
that’s the way it should be.” 

Again, Silverstone provides 
a model. That facility has 58 
businesses in its business park, 
many of them high tech 
research and development 
firms, and there are plans for a 
major expansion in the next 
few years. “We’re not talking 
downtown London,” Hellmund said. “This is 
out in the middle of nowhere. These businesses 
all located there because of the appeal of being 
near the pinnacle of technology.” According to 
Hellmund, the Austin project team has “already 
had aeronautical companies calling us, several 
manufacturers, and a lot of engineering firms.” 
Certain names have come up as interested par- 
ties. Williams Hybrid Power Limited - a spin-off 
firm of the Williams FI team - is known to be 
looking for a manufacturing and testing facility 
for its flywheel energy storage technology, and its 
staff have visited Austin twice. There has also 
been active discussion of forming R&D partner- 
ships with the University of Texas at Austin, at a 
moment when the university has made a com- 
mitment to expanding commercialization of its 


research. Hellmund said, “UT early on embraced 
that this could do for them exactly what the 
Olympics did for Georgia Tech.” 

The mixed-use proposal already has one major 
endorsement, from FIA Senate President Nick 
Craw. He visited the site in October and said: “I 
think it’s a very good plan and a very solid busi- 
ness model. They’ve set the bar pretty high.” 

All this said, negotiations remain in their 
preliminary stages, and while the track needs 
to be ready by June 2012, the science and 
business park is between three and five years 
down the line. No one is talking about inking 
any contracts quite yet, and the long-term 
preparation has just begun. Project spokesman 
Adam Goldman said, “The moment the paper’s 
been filed and we turn dirt, that’s when we 
can put a little more energy, time, and focus 
into: ‘OK, what’s this innovation and tech 
center look like? What will the marketing deals 
look like? What’s the involvement with UT?”’ 
So that means that nothing happens with 
the research park or the kart track or any other 
amenities until the track itself breaks ground. 
Conversely, while the other elements of the 
project can wait, track construction will be 
held to a very strict timeline, established by 
FIA and Formula One Management. Attorney 
Suttle said, “We’ve been told we have to be 
ready for June 2012.” To hit 
that deadline, with a pro- 
jected 18-month building 
schedule, means breaking 
ground in December of this 
year. Ergo, a lot of contracts 
need signing: The developers 
have already signed up 
German architects Tilke 
GmbH as track designers, 
the local office of national 
engineering firm Terracon 
Consultants has been boring 
soil samples for months, and 
Austin-based Horizon Envi- 
ronmental Services Inc. has 
been retained as environ- 
mental engineers to the proj- 
ect. That still leaves a general 
contractor, a fan-area archi- 
tect, and dozens of other 
contracts in progress. 

It also means a lot of 
planning paperwork. 

The November Rush 

As with any development of this size, there 
are a lot of players and several regulatory agen- 
cies at the table. The project site is beyond city 
limits but within Austin’s extraterritorial juris- 
diction - the city of Austin, Travis County, and 
the Texas Department of Transportation are all 
heavily involved with the permitting process, 
and the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers has an 
interest in whether any changes on the ground 
would be governed by federal flood plain regu- 
lations. City spokesman Kyle Carvell said, 
“That can breed a lot of ambiguity about 
who’s doing what, who’s involved in review- 
ing what, and where we’re at in the entire 
process.” To ensure that the city is speaking

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with a unified voice, he said, “We’ve even 
devised an internal team made up of staff 
from different departments that have differ- 
ent specializations to consolidate our efforts 
and make sure that we respond to the com- 
munity, to the media, and also to make sure 
the process is as seamless as possible.” 

With the December start date seemingly set 
in stone, that makes November a pivotal and 
busy month for the project. The first major 
permit vote came last week, on Nov. 3, when 
the Environmental Board unanimously 
approved a variance allowing a maximum 
36-foot cut and 26-foot fill as part of the grad- 
ing process to prepare the land for the track. 
The board’s agreement came with recommen- 
dations from staff and amendments from the 
commissioners, requesting additional tree- 
planting and creek protections. On Tuesday, 
that proposal was approved 5-1 by the Zoning 
and Platting Commission, and from there it 
will go to City Council for final approval. If that 
all goes smoothly, then the grading can begin in 
December. City staff’s response when asked 
whether that’s a realistic target was simple: 
“The December start date looks manageable.” 
However, that would be just the first of a 
slew of permits that will be working their 
way through the city planning process. The 
general site plan will be submitted after grad- 
ing begins, and the developers have already 
requested a permit to relocate two old gas 
fines (a 24-inch gas main and a 4-inch liquid 
gas fine) from under the track to elsewhere 
within the property. The project is erring on 
the side of caution in this opening stage; 
Suttle told the Environmental Board that 
planners are classifying the project’s parking 
areas, actually artificially reinforced grass, as 
impervious cover, just in case there is a need 
to go back later and make modifications, like 
adding extra drainage gravel. Since a big part 
of the appeal of building an Austin track is to 
keep the facility as green as possible, he said, 
the more grass, the better. 

Project spokesman Goldman said: “The 
focus right now is twofold. It’s, ‘Get those 
permits in place,’ and at the same time it’s, 
‘Let’s nail down all the plans on the con- 
struction side.’” That seeming ambiguity is 
not, he insisted, evasiveness or sign of some 
hidden agenda but rather of how big and 
long-term a project this is. Once the track 
construction is up and running and priorities 
are in place, then developers can aggressively 
court tenants and partners. Goldman said, 
“If we don’t have those deals set today, that 
doesn’t affect the Formula One Grand Prix.” 
Although the schedule calls for the track to 
be ready by June 2012, that doesn’t necessar- 
ily confirm when the flag drops on the first 
race. The FI calendar isn’t formalized until 
December of the prior year, meaning that the 
exact date for the Austin event won’t be known 
until December 2011. The 19-date 2010 cal- 
endar ran from March to November; if the 
plan is for a June 2012 start date, that would 
put the U.S. Grand Prix close to the 2010 date 
for Montreal’s Grand Prix du Canada. There 
has been speculation that there could be major 
shifts to the calendar, pushing the races in the 


U.S., Canada, and Brazil (normally held in 
November) closer together. It’s not unheard of 
for races to be moved around (for example, 
China switched from October in 2008 to April 
in 2009), but it’s more normal for races to only 
shift a couple of weeks in either direction. 
Suttle said: “Could it be later? Sure. But we’ve 
been told to be ready in June.” 

The Roads Most Traveled 

That means moving fast to get all necessary 
information into the planning process. In Sep- 
tember, Travis County commissioners raised a 
skeptical eye over the conditions of FM 812 and 
Pearce Lane, pondering whether they could pos- 
sibly withstand the anticipated race-day rush. 
The FI group’s response was to hire two traffic 
management firms: U.S.-based Kimley-Hom 
and Associates, for expertise with Texas roads, 
supplemented by British transit expert Graham 
Lake-Grange, who wrote the traffic manage- 
ment and major incident plans for Silverstone 
and has overseen the transit needs of 13 British 
grand prix. Sutde said, “We’re hoping that with 
the blend between the local guys and the folks 
from Silverstone, because that’s the track most 
like where we are, we’ll have a plan.” 

The initial county estimates were that it 
would take 12 hours to completely empty the 
site after a race. But the consultants are work- 
ing on their own traffic study, Suttle said: 
“There’s a very scientific number of cars per 
hour per lane that you can run through the 
system, and when you run that, it’s just a for- 
mula. It’s not like a football game where there’s 
a kickoff and a final gun - it’s an event that 
ebbs and flows over the course of the day.” 
Suttle said he’s confident that an updated 
model, using better data and implementing 
some traffic management techniques, will see 
that 12-hour figure decline to a fraction of that. 
That doesn’t mean that upgrades to the two 
service roads are off the table; however, that 
will probably have more to do with the long- 
term plans for the innovation park than any 
individual race. Sutde said: “You don’t build a 
road network for one or two events. You man- 
age for those. What goes on after is when you 
build the roads. So it’s probably chapter two.” 

So far, it’s been the traffic issue, along with 
related environmental effects, that has sparked 
the largest and most focused public resistance. 
During the Nov. 2 Environmental Board meet- 
ing, opponents - including Austin Sierra Club 
Chair Chris Lehman, Del Valle Independent 
School District trustee Richard Franklin, and 
Stefan Wray, founder of the Concerned About 
Formula One (FI) Racing Coming to Austin 
Facebook group - all voiced concerns about 
potential pollution, especially air pollution, and 
the seeming contradiction of a “green city” like 
Austin promoting motor sports at all. Supporters 
countered that in comparison to other major 
local events, such as the Austin City Limits 
Music Festival, University of Texas football 
games, or South by Southwest, FI will generate 
relatively less pollution (e.g., carbon emissions), 
and planners argue that the research aspects of 
the entire project in fact can produce ground- 
breaking environmental knowledge.

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Slicing the Pie 

However, the most immediate economic 
and political debate surrounds the potential 
for involvement by local minority-owned and 
women-owned business enterprises (aka 
“MBE/WBE”) hoping to get a share of a project 
that could generate 1,500 construction jobs. 
While there are no general municipal rules 
about MBE/WBE participation in private proj- 
ects, the FI planners have already committed 
to one project that will require that they fulfill 
city bidding regulations. Back when the land 
was planned for the now-defunct Wandering 
Creek housing development, the city approved 
a “service extension” request, under which the 
city promises to reimburse a developer for util- 
ity construction costs such as water mains. 
The principle is that, while the developers get 
the initial value of providing water for their 
homebuyers, if they agree to oversize the pipes 
for later development in the area, the long- 
term benefits return to the city. 

With long-term questions already being raised 
about how soon the facility might be pulled out 
of the extraterritorial jurisdiction as the city lim- 
its absorb it, and with the promise of some high- 
profile tenants in the business park, the city is 
considering investing $13 million in the proj- 


ect’s water supply. On Nov. 10, the city’s Water 
and Wastewater Commission voted 5-1 to back 
the revised request. It goes before council on 
Nov. 18 as two agenda items: $5 million for a 
24-inch water pipe and a 36-inch water pipe and 
$8 million for a 30-inch wastewater pipe. A 
similar request worth about $11 million was 
approved by council in 2008 when the site was 
slated for 1,800 houses. Back then, it was $4 
million for the two water pipes and $7 million 
for a 36-inch wastewater pipe. 

According to Austin Water Assistant Director 
David Juarez, the difference is due to changes in 
the plans, including relocating the 24-inch water 
line along the site’s internal roadway; as for the 
wastewater line, while the pipe is a smaller gauge, 
there will be more of it. He said, “The Wandering 
Creek site was smaller, so we’re essentially adding 
another 3,000 liter-feet of line.” 

If approved by council, and if the developers 
remain in compliance with all terms of the deal, 
the reimbursement will come out of the utility’s 
$250 million capital improvement projects fund. 
The city regularly deals with a large number of 
small requests, and while one this size only 
comes up every few years, Juarez said that it was 
not extraordinary in scale or nature. However, 
that doesn’t deflate long-running concerns that 
such requests are simply developer subsidies.

The 900-acre tract is intended to contain a 3.4-mile track, plus room for a kart track, 
testing and research facilities, and fan areas. The site is just seven miles from Bergstrom 
Airport, but officials question whether the road infrastructure, especially rural FM 812 
and Pearce Lane, can withstand the projected traffic increase. 
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Juarez countered that, since the site falls 
within the city’s service area, the utility has 
always known that it would ultimately be 
responsible for extra lines in the area. While 
the request has accelerated those plans, he 
said, “We were looking to make those improve- 
ments in a 20- to 40-year time frame.” 

Part of the quid pro quo the city demands is 
that, like a city project, the reimbursement 
depends on adherence to the city’s small- 
business rules. Suttle confirmed “[it] will be 
bid under the city’s guidelines for MBE/WBE, 
so that will strictly comply.” 

The project has already hired one city-certified 
MBE/WBE contractor in Horizon Environmental 
Services Inc. But some advocates are pushing the 
city to ask broader questions about opportuni- 


ties for small-business involvement now, rather 
than leaving it to the developers’ good inten- 
tions. Paul Saldana represents the U.S. Hispanic 
Contractors Association. “For over 90 days,” he 
says, “we have been trying to get a meeting with 
the Formula One folks to look at potential con- 
tracting possibilities.” His concern springs from 
the $25 million currently penciled in by the state 
out of the Major Events Trust Fund. That money, 
paid to the project to help cover hosting fees and 
repaid out of anticipated increased sales taxes, 
comes from the same fund used to attract to 
Texas the 2006 and 2010 NBA All-Star games 
and the 2005 and 2011 Super Bowls. 

As the legislation stands, Saldana argues, 
the city could be asked to contribute $1 for 
every $6.25 the state contributes. “The way 
the legislation is written,” he said, “a lot of that 
stuff would happen at the tail-end.” Saldana’s 
solution to remove any ambiguity would be a 
full briefing to council on all the issues; other- 
wise, he said, “The project will already have 
been built, and we’ll have missed the opportu- 
nity for there to be [small-business involve- 
ment] goals attributed to both the design and 
the construction of the 900-acre master plan.” 
On Nov. 2, the city’s MBE/WBE and Small 
Business Enterprise Procurement Program Advis- 
ory Committee met to discuss where its list of 
certified contractors may fit in. Committee Chair 
Adrian Lopez Neely said, “Right now, we’re just 
investigating what the project is like, and if there’s 
any city involvement that we follow the MBE/ 
WBE ordinance.” But it’s a private project, and 
while his committee will look for regular updates 
from staff, the review won’t reflect the same trans- 
parency rules as city construction. With so many 
moving parts and the project evolving and 
expanding for years to come, he said, “It’s going 
to be difficult to know what the stages are until 
they apply for a permit, so you have to keep a 
close eye on each permit request.” 

According to the city’s MBE/WBE staff, the 
committee discussed the FI project after it was 
contacted by a member of the public requesting 
a hearing. That person? Paul Saldana, who also 
organized a meeting with the mayor’s office on 
Nov. 1. He’s unabashed about pushing for the 
best deal possible for his clients. He said, “If you 
have guys coming from Germany and overseas, 
and they’re going to benefit from the taxpayers’ 
dime, why shouldn’t local small contractors and 
businesses also have an opportunity to benefit?” 
According to Assistant City Manager Rudy 
Garza, the project management has indeed been 
proactive on MBE/WBE issues, contacting him in 
June with a long fist of questions. He said: “We 
probably spent the first couple of months orient- 
ing them with how our program works. After 
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that, they wanted to learn how to be success- 
ful, so we talked about different outreach 
strategies.” The key, he said, will be finding 
ways to structure the project to allow for small 
businesses and minority- and women-owned 
businesses to bid for suitably sized compo- 
nents. Some big contracts have already pro- 
ceeded and were out of the scope of the local 
firms anyway; for example, while some FI fans 
may grumble about track designers Tilke 
GmbH, the German architects are one of very 
few firms globally with the experience and 
technical know-how to design a grade- 1 race- 
way. Garza said: “It’s clear that, for our certi- 
fied contractors, it’s very difficult for them to 
have the capacity to build a 20-, 30-million- 
dollar facility. So what we do on our own 
projects is to package different scopes of work 
in a manner that makes sense for the project 
and also allows for more opportunities.” 

Until all the trackside designs are finalized 
and the general contractor is hired, it will be 
uncertain how those opportunities can be 
structured. To help them in that task, on Nov. 

10 the local FI team announced it had hired 
as its MBE/WBE consultants the Austin-based 
firm of Haynes-Eaglin-Waters, headed by 
Cloteal Haynes, a former city planning com- 
missioner and former board member of the 
Austin Black Contractors Association. In a 
statement, the U.S. Hispanic Contractors 
Association responded, “The commitment 
and actions taken by Formula One to retain an 
outreach consultant is a step in the right direc- 
tion and we remain optimistic.” The important 
coda, Garza added, is that anything the project 
commits to beyond mandates (like those for 
the water mains) remains voluntary. He said: 

“This cannot and will not be a 100-percent 
transparent project and be treated like a city 
project. It just can’t happen. So that may create 
some frustration for some folks.” Since the 
entire construction will be privately funded, he 
added, “the expectations really should be 
appropriate for the type of project that it is.” 

Like the traffic and other general planning 
issues, the MBE/WBE debate is one more 
structural and procedural hurdle the FI proj- 
ect team will have to clear. It certainly won’t be 
the last one. Lopez Neely said it was natural for 
his advisory committee to get involved, because 
the pure scale of the endeavor is of a size that 
has rarely been seen in Austin. “I’m sure every 
board or commission is looking at it. It’s a 
high-profile project,” he said. 

It’s also one that would place Austin firmly 
on an international stage. As the FI group has 
pointed out, just the TV coverage of the race 
alone will effectively be a three-hour adver- 
tisement for the city, to be seen by an esti- 
mated 600 million people worldwide. That’s 
about half the audience for the FIFA World 
Cup, but six times that of the Super Bowl. 

The initial FI contract is for 10 years; Hell- 
mund has said that he’d like the facility to be 
up and running for at least 40. Suttle summed 
up the learning curve the city faces on both 
the task at hand and the potential benefits. He 
said: “On a scale of 1 to 10, 10 being the most 
educated? I think we’re on about a point-five 
-just on what Formula One is.” ■ 
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The Palin- Obama 
Convergence

Barack Obama and Sarah Palin are actually 
the same person. 

No, really, they are. 

Apparent opposites, they parallel each other 
uncannily. 

Palin and Obama each came out of nowhere. 
Almost instantly, each commanded the bright- 
est of national spotlights. 

Each - again, instantly! - forged a direct, 
forceful connection with a select but loud audi- 
ence. Palin’s core crowds were passionately 
idealistic middle-aged rednecks, and Obama’s 
were passionately idealistic young liberals. 

Palin and Obama knew exactly what their 
respective audiences wanted to hear and knew 
exactly how to say it. 

Then their appeal expanded quickly to the 
mainstream of their parties. 

Palin and Obama lacked realistic experience 
for high national office but possessed 
star quality that - abracadabra! - 
made their inexperience a virtue 
to enthusiasts who believed that 
Palin and Obama were originals 
who’d forge stunning new solu- 
tions to our seemingly intrac- 
table dilemmas. Each had a 
unique way of making unrealistic 
generalities sound like plausible 
proposals - if one didn’t look too 
closely, and continue to look. 

Palin and Obama inspired precisely what 
their enthusiasts wanted to feel. For both, 
analysis was anathema and emotion was 
everything. Remember Obama exhorting 
crowds with shouts of “This is what is pos- 
sible if you believe!” The crowds shouted 
back, “We believe!” Obama continued: “There 
are a lot of people who tell you not to believe! 
There are a lot of naysayers. A lot of doubting 
Thomases.” “We believe!” roared the crowds, 
“we believe!” (as described in The New York 
Times, Feb. 5, 2008, p.A16). 

Palin and Obama each claimed divine 
guidance. Footage of Palin’s church services 
were all over the Internet, and Obama testi- 
fied: “I felt I heard God’s spirit beckoning 
me. I submitted myself to His will, and 
dedicated myself to discovering His truth and 
carrying out His works” ( The Atlantic, Dec. 
2007, p.49). 

Palin is an attractive woman in her 40s, 
and Obama is an attractive man in his 40s, 
“attractive” being a polite media word for 
“sexy,” though during the campaign it was 
politically incorrect to observe that these were 
the sexiest national candidates in history, and 
it was more than incorrect to notice that the 
electorate was, in the funky sense, turned on. 


Palin’s audience had no respect for 
Obama’s, and Obama’s had no respect for 
Palin’s. Neither Palin nor Obama attempted 
to mute this corrosive disrespect. Cleverly, 
Palin, with her trademark sauciness, and 
Obama, with his trademark air of superiority, 
encouraged any class bigotry they found use- 
ful for their ambitions. 

Palin’s spotty, pettily corrupt record as 
mayor and governor in a politically inconse- 
quential state was ignored by her enthusiasts. 
Obama’s spotty and occasionally quite corrupt 
record as a state legislator and novice senator 
was thought inconsequential by his enthu- 
siasts. On Feb. 3, 2008, on the front page 
of its Sunday edition, two days before Super 
Tuesday, The New York Times ran a detailed 
article on Obama’s dealings with the Illinois 
nuclear industry, citing broken promises, 
lies, and sellouts that resulted in hefty 
contributions to Obama’s cam- 
paign coffers. The story passed as 
though it never existed, though it 
was Obama’s one significant act 
as a United States senator (aside 
from running for president). 

Again and again, intelligent 
people I know looked hard at 
Obama’s record and - intellectu- 
ally, if you will - they sort of blinked. 

Fooked away. Watched his next campaign 
speech. Decided, almost nonverbally, that his 
record didn’t matter. 

This particular mojo - unconcern for fla- 
grant betrayals - has continued for Palin and 
Obama after the election. 

As governor of Alaska, Palin swore an oath 
to “faithfully discharge my duties” (www.vlex. 
com/vid/oath-of-off ice-300664). She betrayed 
that oath when she quit the governorship 
before her term ended, but that made not a 
dent in her popularity and influence among 
people who vociferously stand for what they 
call “traditional American values.” 

In two columns (“Conditions on the 
Ground,” Dec. 18, 2009, and “Critical to the 
Success,” Jan. 15), I documented Obama’s lies 
and inconsistencies as he justified his escala- 
tion of the war in Afghanistan. Fiberals made 
not a peep. Most have behaved as though the 
war isn’t taking place and Obama isn’t lying 
about it, though liberals behaved very differ- 
ently toward the same actions by George W 
Bush. And liberals seem not to have noticed 
that Bush’s secretary of defense, Robert Gates, 
is also Obama’s secretary of defense, nor that 
Gates has become “perhaps the most influen- 
tial member of the Obama cabinet” ( The New 
York Times, Nov. 8, p.A15). 


With the recent Democratic midterm 
debacle, liberals have rightfully decried the 
Supreme Court decision that freed up anony- 
mous money pumped into races country- 
wide. What they seem to have forgotten is 
that, early in the campaign for the presiden- 
tial nomination, Barack Obama and John 
McCain signed a promise to use only public 
money. The pledge was Obama’s idea ( The 
New York Times, Feb. 15, 2008, p.A18). He 
put in writing that this was something he’d 
“aggressively pursue.” Fiberals were happy 
when he broke that promise and took money 
from wherever he could get it, outspending 
McCain two-to-one ( The Week, Nov. 12). 
Obama’s enthusiasts were again like Palin’s: 
Victory mattered more than - well, more 
than anything. 

Obama swept into the nomination on the 
enthusiasms of people too young to know bet- 
ter and people who should have known better 
but were entranced by a sense of possibility 
substantiated by little but image and gab. 

It’s worth noting that in the recent mid- 
term election “corporate political action com- 
mittees gave 53 percent of their donations 
to Democrats, compared with 35 percent in 
the last midterm election” ( The Week, Nov. 
12, p.22). If you follow the money, the rheto- 
ric that corporations are dissatisfied with 
Obama holds little water. They’re doing fine 
with Obama. “The Standard & Poor’s 500- 
stock index [had] its best September since 
1938” ( The Week, Oct. 15, p.44). “From 
January 2009, when President Obama took 
office, through June 2010, corporate profits 


increased 62 percent, the strongest 18-month 
rise since the 1920s” ( The Week, Nov. 12, 
p.48). Meanwhile, 20 million Americans are 
out of work or underemployed. 

It’s hard to imagine corporations doing 
better in a Republican administration, 
though workers would undoubtedly be 
doing much worse. 

Palin has been clever enough to stick with 
campaigning, reveling in the power of influ- 
ence, so much easier to wield than executive 
power, while Obama and his enthusiasts have 
become the playthings of circumstance. 

Now it’s the Republicans’ turn to become 
circumstance’s puppets. Obama had 
good intentions and pathetic strategies. 
Republicans have no ideas and one strategy: 
Make Obama a one-term president. The 
odds favor them. 

Obama looks bewildered and whipped. 
Maybe he’ll rally. Maybe not. As for Palin, she 
still looks sexy. Sexy is its own reward. 

They no longer mirror each other. Obama 
probably wishes they still did. 

What happened to his eloquence? 
Historians will debate that endlessly. During 
the campaign, Obama’s eloquence was clas- 
sical - a white-wine eloquence. Palin’s is a 
gum-chewing, Coors-in-a-can patter. Only 
churlishness would deny her credit for man- 
aging her image better than he’s managed 
his. As for eloquence, she said it for everyone 
with the best political one-liner of Obama’s 
term so far: 

“How’s that hopey-changey thing workin’ 
out for ya?” ■

After the whirlwind fall that John Oliver’s had - getting engaged to 
his girlfriend of two years, former Army medic and Iraq War veteran 
Kate Norley; appearing at Jon Stewart’s Rally To Restore Sanity and/ 
or Fear as Peter Pan; covering the midterm elections during a live edi- 
tion of The Daily Show; filming episodes of the sitcom Community, on 
which his recurring role has been expanded; signing on to star in the 
film Absolutely Anything, directed by Monty Python’s Terry Jones; head- 
lining Florida State University’s Homecoming Pow Wow - doing a 


couple of stand-up sets in Austin must be a stroll on the village green 
for the British-born comedian. Then again, when he hits the stage at 
the Paramount Theatre on Saturday, it’s just him and his searingly 
funny takes on current politics in front of 1,300 fans a show. (Note: 
The 8pm performance is sold-out.) So how hard has this autumn 
been for Oliver? Somewhere between New York City; Tallahassee, Fla.; 
and Greendale Community College, he found time to answer an e-mail 
from the Chronicle and tell us. - Robert Faires 


Austin Chronicle: Regarding the rally what 
about it surprised you the most? 

John Oliver: I think the most surprising 
thing was probably the amount of people 
that actually turned up. We certainly weren’t 
expecting that many. And Jon managing to 
get Yusuf Islam, Ozzy Osbourne, and the 
O’Jays into the same place to perform 
together defied the odds in a way that is 
almost superhuman. 

AC: I felt a great empathy toward you when 
you appeared as Peter Pan, having played the 
role myself. But when I wore those green 
tights, I was 13 in a little community theatre 
in Southeast Texas. What did it feel like for a 
33-year-old on the National Mall? 

JO: I always said that I would never play 
Peter Pan until it was in front of 250,000 
people on the National Mall. Unfortunately, 
that day unexpectedly arrived. I have to say 
that standing in front of that many people in 
thin, green tights, and with the wind whipping 
off the Washington Monument, my testicles 
realized for the first time what true freedom 
really feels like. 

AC: So many pundits seemed to be tying 
themselves in knots analyzing the event and 


its purpose, before and afterward. Did you feel 
like anyone in the media got it, and did you 
have a favorite reaction from a pundit after it 
was over? 

JO: We could only ever control what we did, 
not how it was received. I just hope the peo- 
ple that turned up had fun. I tried to pay as 
little attention to the ensuing echo chamber 
as possible. 

AC: Was there anything about this election 
that stood out for you? 

How do you feel the 
American media distin- 
guished itself? 

JO: I think the American 
media distinguished 
themselves with their usual class and light- 
ness of touch. Watching them analyze current 
affairs is like watching scientists dissect a 
rat’s brain with a sledgehammer. 

AC: If you could have resurrected one great 
journalist from the past to have covered the 
election, to have kicked the media in the ass 
and shown 'em how it's done, who would it 
have been? 

JO: I’d resurrect Walter Cronkite, not in the 
peak of his career but when he was a 


12-year-old boy. I think you’d find that 
12-year-old Walter would still have done a 
better job than 90% of the journalists on 
television today. 

AC: Does the turnout - swapping Pelosi for 
Boehner, having more puffed-up Republicans 
for targets - make your job at The Daily 
Show any easier, or is the buffoonery so 
evenly spread between parties that it makes 
no difference? 

JO: We have never yet 
found ourselves lacking 
for buffoonery of every 
persuasion, and I can’t 
see that well running dry 
any time soon. 

AC: Which feels more like home to you now, 
England or the U.S.? 

JO: I don’t see the two as being any differ- 
ent. To make sense of that answer, do bear 
in mind that I live my life in the firm belief 
that the Revolutionary War never happened. 
AC: If you could move The Daily Show to any 
place and period in history and do essentially 
what you do with it today, what would it be? 
JO: That is a great question. Caligula would 
have given us some pretty good material. 



And doing the show during Stalin’s Russia 
would have been good fun, too, but for the 
fact that we’d have only been able to do one 
show before we were all arrested and sent to 
Siberian labor camps. 

AC: Fantasy scenario: You, John Boehner, and 
Rand Paul are having drinks together. Who pays? 
JO: Well, I assume that in that fantasy/ night- 
mare scenario, I’d have been kidnapped and 
held at gunpoint, so the very least they could 
do is pay. ■

RANSOM CENTER Spalding Gray’s papers swimming to academia 


We most likely remember him as a static figure: the man 
sharing stories woven from his life while sitting at a table, 
still. But Spalding Gray was in motion in ways that were 
imperceptible to those of us watching the monologist work 
his magic in Swimming to Cambodia, Monster in a Box, and 
Gray's Anatomy. That’s the insight gleaned from his 
archives, newly acquired by the University of Texas at 
Austin’s Harry Ransom Center. The collection’s 90-plus per- 
formance notebooks reveal numerous notations and revi- 
sions in the writer-performer’s own hand that show how Gray 
developed the solo works for which he was best known. In 
addition, he captured his performances on audio and video 
and reviewed them to study the audience’s response, and 
these recordings - more than 120 VHS tapes and more 
than 150 audio cassettes - reveal the refinements he made 
over the course of a run. Night to night, Gray was moving 
his work, inching it forward toward a final form, even as he 
remained still at his table. 

The collection, which was in part purchased by the center 
and in part donated by Gray’s widow, Kathleen Russo, also 
includes more than 100 private journals; the sole edition of 
Gray’s 1981 debut, Seven Scenes From a Family Album; 
manuscript and draft material from the 1997 work It's a 
Slippery Slope and the 1999 work Morning, Noon, and Night; 
unpublished plays, poems, and short stories; and more than 
300 letters. With this wealth of material, it will be invalu- 


able to those studying the rise of autobiographical solo per- 
formance in the 1970s and 1980s. And it will make a fine 
companion to the Ransom Center’s previously acquired 
archives of playwrights David Mamet, Terrence McNally, and 
Lee Blessing, allowing for even broader study of the evolu- 
tion of American drama in those decades through the writ- 
ers who emerged then. 

The greatest benefit of Gray’s archives, however, may be the 
window they offer into the man himself. While Gray was extraor- 
dinarily open as an artist - indeed, his reputation was built on 
his willingness to share the most intimate details of his per- 
sonal life in his monologues - even a dozen solo plays and a 
novel weren’t enough to contain his complicated psychology. 
And the circumstances of his death - disappearing on Jan. 10, 
2004, his body recovered from the East River two months later, 
an apparent suicide - invite further speculation about his state 
of mind. While his journals don’t contain some key to unlocking 
Gray’s character, they do include frank discussions about death, 
dreams, his own morality, and depression, from which he suf- 
fered throughout his life and which was exacerbated by the dev- 
astating automobile accident he experienced in Ireland in 
2001. These do fill out our picture of this complex man and 
enhance our understanding of him.

Remembering the ultimate theatre historian, 

Oscar Brockett, 1923-2010

Measuring the impact that the late Oscar Brockett had upon the world is well nigh impos- 
sible, but consider this: His books History of the Theatre and The Essential Theatre have been 
standard texts in the study of the art form for some 40 and 35 years, respectively Even calcu- 
lating conservatively, that’s at least a few hundred thousand students in the U.S. alone whose 
basic understanding of theatre has been shaped by this Austin scholar. Factor in the numerous 
translations of those books, and that number expands to include tens of thousands more across 
the globe. Bring in the nine other texts authored or co-authored by Brockett - including Making 
the Scene: A History of Stage Design and Technology in Europe and the United States , released this 
year by University of Texas Press - and it grows by tens of thousands yet again. And among 
those masses of students have been hundreds who studied with Brockett directly during his six 
decades as an educator and went on to become historians and teachers themselves; their work 
will extend his influence to students of theatre for generations to come. 

The legacy of Brockett, who died Nov. 7, is monumental, but the man himself was not. He 
was a teacher who always had time for students, a lover of theatre who was never happier than 
when sitting in the audience, a compassionate, thoughtful friend who always relished a good 
chat. In honor of both the giant of theatre history and the man that his familiars called Brock or

There is a time early in every friendship 
when life stories are told for the first time. 
Long friendships tend to be punctuated by 
retellings and slow revelations of who we 
really are. 

I’m a second-generation Brockett student. 
My father studied under him at Indiana, and 
I spent eight years as Brockett’s research 
assistant in the Nineties. He was the best 
teacher I ever had. I am grateful that he was 
also my friend. 

It so happened that on a research trip for 
my doctoral degree, I ended up in London at 
the same time as Brockett, and we made plans 
to meet up. We had had dinner many times 
before - mostly when my father would come 
to visit in Austin and Brock would join us. I 
had never had a meal with him on my own, let 
alone spent time with him in another country. 

Brock told me that he had never been to 
Greenwich and had always wanted to see the 
town that housed the prime meridian, so we 
made plans to meet at a boat on the Thames. 
It was on this trip that Brock first shared with 
me the story of his life from his childhood in 
Tennessee - he told me that he knew he didn’t 
belong there almost from the first moment he 
could think - through his time in the South 
Pacific during World War II to his time in aca- 
demia. It was a spellbinding story, a narrative 
he built upon, embellished, and illuminated 
over the years of our friendship. 

When we arrived in Greenwich and walked 
up the hill, we found the historical site closed 
due to a bomb scare. There was no indication 
that the prime meridian would be open for 
business anytime soon, so we shrugged, sat 
in the grass on the hill, and continued talking 
into the afternoon. 

I think this story resonates for me because 
here I was with this man who was my teach- 


small fraction of Brockett’s onetime students, 

er and my father’s teacher - who happened 
also to be a legendary historian - sitting 
outside the arbitrary start point of the inter- 
national dateline, the place from which we 
measure our days, swapping stories about 
who we were. 

I could unpack the implications of that sce- 
nario endlessly, how history is arbitrary and 
lives only in the stories we tell ourselves. How 
the stories we tell ourselves are always subject 
to and shaped by circumstance. How legends 
are just people. 

But I cherish that day on the grassy hill out- 
side the prime meridian because I was with a 
curious friend who inspired me, and that was 
the day he started to tell me about himself.

As an undergraduate student in the Theatre 
& Dance Department during the late Eighties 
to early Nineties, I remember all too well 
Oscar Brockett in his office just off the main 
atrium area of the building. He would always 
have his door open unless in a conference 
with a student, and he always made a point 
to chat up students (both undergraduate and 
graduate) in the atrium and in the corridors of 
the building. He lived in an enigmatic world 
for us, a paragon of theatrical knowledge 
and wisdom - somewhat unreachable for us 
mere undergrads, for his was the realm of the 
graduate student and of even loftier learning. 
But as the years progressed and I graduated 
and crafted a small career for myself, first as a 
freelance designer and then as the co-found- 
er and co-artistic director of Second Youth 
Theatre, that mythic cloud dissipated, and I 
realized he was just an average joe, a really 
funny man with an undying and unflinching 
passion for theatre. His book History of the 
Theatre became, for all intents and purposes, 
my Bible of learning. 



Brockett “was always concerned with knowable truths, 
and he constantly dismissed supposition or bias. He 
frowned on dense academic syntax and championed clarity.

When I decided to return to graduate 
school after a 12-plus-year gap of freelance 
work, he was still there, in the Winship 
Building, semiretired and now relegated to a 
tiny office in the warren of smaller rooms in 
the lower reaches of the building. It seemed 
an affront to me that he was now where he 
was, but he didn’t mind. His genial nature 
persisted. His office was still crammed with 
volumes of ancient books. As someone who 
grew up with Tolkien and C.S. Lewis, in some 
ways, Brockett’s was the way of the wizard: a 
wizard of theatrical craft and lore comprised of 
decades upon decades of learning and teach- 
ing and continued discoveries. He was a great 
man - powerful in his wisdom and proof posi- 
tive that, for those of us in the field of theatre, 
we are part of something greater, a long lineage 
of shamans, bards, troubadours, jongleurs, 
acrobats, commedia performers, artists, crafts- 
men, innovators, visionaries, and, plain and 
simple, humans that share and celebrate and 
illuminate the human spirit and condition. His 
passion is my passion, and from his wisdom, 
I was given a seed from which will grow and, 
in its own turn, bear the fruit of knowledge 
to someone else, someone yearning to know 
more, and so on, and so on. Rest in peace.

Head of the Performance as Public Practice 
program, UT Department of Theatre & Dance 
When I arrived at UT in 1993 as a novice 
professor, I could not have wished for a better 
mentor than Oscar Brockett. While the rest of 
the world meant a book when they said they’d 


check Brockett, I meant the man in the office 
downstairs. I pestered him with questions, all 
of which he answered with calm equanimity. 
He modeled everything an academic should 
be. Students came first for him. He never 
canceled class. He always made time to listen. 
His standards were high, he enforced them 
rigorously, and he didn’t accept excuses. But 
he never lacked compassion. I have patterned 
my teaching after his, and rarely a day goes 
by that I don’t consider something he taught 
me either directly or through one of his many 
funny anecdotes. My relationship with him is 
one I will always treasure as a great gift. 

I can’t help but feel a bit rueful about what 
I have written here and elsewhere about him. 
One of his many lovely traits was a kind of 
cranky humility. Being honored made him 
uncomfortable. He and I flew together to St. 
Louis when the American Society for Theatre 
Research honored him with its distinguished 
scholar award in 1995. During the plane ride, 
he grizzled to me about this and about the fact 
that he had to make an acceptance speech. 
He assured me he had nothing to say and 
that the whole thing was an embarrassment. 
I tried to commiserate. At the ceremony, he 
gave an eloquent speech urging the profession 
to embrace new ideas, reminding them that 
history (about which he knew a lot) would 
pass them by if they clung to that which was 
outworn. The standing ovation he received 
was not enough to mark how much his words 
meant to us.

In 2005, when I learned that LMDA 
would be meeting in Austin, I told 
Brock that this was the first time that 
the organization would be coming to 
the Southwest for the annual conference 
and invited him to join me in hosting an 
opening party for the board and invited 
guests. Then I cheekily let him know 
that it should be at his condo in the 
Nokonah. After being assured that he 
didn’t have to handle any food prepara- 
tion, he readily said we could “do that.” 
And we did, and we all had a grand 
time, I think. And the several students 
that we invited to help were thrilled just 
to be in his presence. Everyone, in fact, 
was thrilled to be in his presence. At the 


LMDA conference closing banquet, graduate 
students who never had the joy of studying 
with him surrounded him, had their pictures 
taken, and made him feel as special as he 
was - and always will be. Brock supported 
so many professional theatre organizations - 
always paid his membership dues - and could 
be both humble and proud. In 2000, I nomi- 
nated him for the Texas Educational Theatre 
Association’s Founder’s Award for “outstand- 
ing contributions to theatre in Texas.” When 
I told him, he responded that he had always 
been a member but wasn’t sure that he had 
done enough for the organization. “You must 
be kidding,” I replied. As his nominator, I 
got to make his speech of introduction at 
that year’s TETA banquet. I repeated that 
small bit of our conversation and went on 
to ask the gathered assembly how many of 
them had learned much of what they know 
about theatre from his texts. You can guess 


the response: everyone. I then commented 
that each of us dated our generation by the 
History of the Theatre book cover (edition) 
that we owned. Are you the red generation, 
the brown, the yellow, the green ... The Lion 
King ? From that time on, I still have people 

tell me, “I’m the generation.” 

And I’m proud to say that I have every 
one, and I still and always will use that book 
for my theatre history classes. Brock was the 
ultimate historian: never satisfied that what 
we actually know is in any way definitive, 
always the first to question how authoritative 
his own work was. Little irritated him more 
than neglect of social, cultural, philosophi- 
cal, political context in the study of art. I’m 
sure that I’m not the only Brockett student 
who learned more about philosophy in his 
classes than in any philosophy class I had at 
any level.

Eleven years ago, a manila envelope 
came in the mail. It was OGB’s first draft 
of his section of the first chapter of what 
would become Making the Scene. The draft 
had a note attached that read: “Please 
correct and send back. OGB.” I thought, 
“How in the world can I ‘correct’ Oscar 
Brockett?!” But this is how it began with 
us. We divided up the work. We cross- 
edited, e-mailed, talked on the phone, and 
met in person every few months. Linda 
Hardberger wrote the boxes at the ends of 
the chapters, and she also read the drafts 
and offered many suggestions. OGB never 
told me what to think. He never told me 
how to write. He was always concerned 
with knowable truths, and he constantly 


dismissed supposition or bias. He frowned 
on dense academic syntax and championed 
clarity. He asked the big questions. He 
didn’t get distracted. Throughout the latter 
years of working on our book, his health 
declined. He got better. He got worse. He 
got better again. It didn’t matter how bad 
he felt, he was still engaged in the work. 
He would call and say: “I am going into 
the hospital tomorrow. I might not survive 
it. Make sure you fix the problem on page 
317, and I think we need more explanation 
in the second paragraph of chapter nine.” 
These kinds of phone calls would send me 
into a panic. What else was there to do but 
get to work? He taught me how to write a 
book. But more than that, he possessed 
a love of learning that never ceased, even 
with age, wisdom, and expertise. We have 
always been friends. He has been one of the 
greatest gifts of my life. ■

HABITUAL My friend Stephen Rice quit 
smoking cigarettes last month, and I’m 
furious about it. I honestly don’t know how 
he managed it; he could keep up with me 
cigarette-for-cigarette any time of the day 
or night. We smoked like damaged chim- 
neys for better or worse, in sickness and 
in health, ’til death do us part. We spent 
many winter nights on Stephen’s deck 
bundled up in sleeping bags, blankets, 
and coats, looking like baskets of burning 
laundry, just so we could assuage our piti- 
ful addiction. Like slaves, we obeyed the 
cigarettes’ orders when they whispered, 
“Light me up, baby; it’s time.” In summer, 
we sweltered in the heat and humidity 
just so we could indulge our silly habit. 
When I was 11, I remember asking my 
father how he could smoke in the middle 
of summer when it was so hot. “Dunno,” 
he responded. A couple of summers later, 

I asked myself the same question and had 
the same answer he did: dunno. Addicted, 

I guess. Pathetically, I’ve been smoking for 
more than 40 years. My parents smoked 
on and off as we grew up, especially my 
dad, who, by the time he committed sui- 
cide in 1974, was smoking four packs a 
day. I don’t know why he didn’t just eat the 
cigarettes; he could have ingested more 
of them at a faster rate. Ah, but it’s the 
ritual of smoking that is so very seductive. 
Peeling off the cellophane strip that seals 
the pack is like slowly pulling down the zip- 
per of your lover’s pants - sometimes gen- 
tly and deliberately, sometimes roughly and 
hurried. Removing the foil protection begins 
to reveal the object of lust ... and without 
going any further on that tangent, we’ll just 
say that it’s all part of smoking’s charm. 

So now Stephen’s been off the cigarettes 
for more than a month. I’ve had a deep 
yearning to join him in quitting, but I can’t 
quit because ... because, omigod, that big 
fashion show is in two days, and I have to 
smoke for that ... or this next benefit is 


at a nightclub where I’ll be surrounded by 
cigarettes. Well, you know. It’s always some- 
thing. Four days ago, I did put the cigarettes 
out of my life but hardly out of my mind. 
Sometimes to ease the distress, I chew 
broken glass or gouge my hand with a din- 
ner fork. Sometimes when I wake up in the 
morning, I pray that I’ll fall right back asleep 
for another dozen hours. It’s not a pretty sit- 
uation. But then again, neither is smoking. 

HEALTHY WOMEN Years ago I stopped try- 
ing to attend every little Podunk event that 
calls itself a fashion show, concentrating 
on those that promise something newer 
and more original. But the invitation from 
Connie Bakonyi said not only that they 
would love to have me attend the second 
annual Healthy Woman Anniversary 
Celebration’s fashion show, but that if 
I’d agree, they’d send a driver to pick me 
up and take me home. How could I resist 
such a kind offer, even if the event was 
in Cedar Park? I agreed to go, and found 
out the next day that my friends Neil Diaz 
and Larissa Ness would be there as well. 

I dressed to thrill, knowing that Cedar Park 
has been suffering through a style drought 
for the last century. Right on time, my driver 
showed up - a big ol’ handsome cowboy 
from Fort Worth with courtly manners and 
an accent to make me swoon. He had the 
biggest pickup truck I’ve ever seen (the 
kind you practically need an elevator to get 
into), and we drove from Manchaca Road to 
Cedar Park - a trip so long that Southwest 
Airlines ought to consider adding a new 
flight. He dropped me at the entrance to 
one of the tents, where I was met by a serv- 
er bearing a chilled beverage. I was given a 
police escort to my table (believe me, the 
last time I was escorted anywhere by the 
police, it was not to dinner) and took my 
place while graciously accepting the intro- 
ductions and well-wishing from the assem- 
bled crowd. I felt a bit like Princess Diana 



before the accident. Larissa Ness played 
and sang and was marvelous, with talent 
to burn. The keynote speaker, Kathryn 
Childers, was a real delight - one of the 
very first female Secret Service agents, she 
had been assigned to Caroline and John 
Kennedy Jr. This woman’s stories could 
melt an iceberg. Designer Rachelle Briton 
showed her collection; relocated from L.A., 
she had a stint styling on MTV, etc. The 
clothes were all over the map - not a great 
thing for a collection, but some of the piec- 
es were absolutely stunning, especially her 
evening confections that could burn up any 
red carpet. Ana Reign’s fabulously lavish 
diamond and pearl jewelry complemented 
Briton’s clothes - the ropes of pearls were 
as extravagant as those in an Erte drawing. 
The Healthy Woman Anniversary Celebration 
included one tent jammed to the rafters with 
vendors, specialists, and other purveyors of 
healthy living.

EXLEY: A NOVEL 

by Brock Clarke 

Algonquin Books, 320 pp., $24.95 

Should someone choose to place it on 
their syllabi, Exley: A Novel would not leave 
seminar students wanting. It is, after all, a 
novel about an 8-year-old boy (Miller) looking 
for the author (Frederick Exley) of a semi- 
classic novel (1968’s A Fan's Notes - “A 
Fictional Memoir,” as it were) 
with which his absent - or 
possibly comatose but oth- 
erwise present - father is 
obsessed, set in the same 
town as the earlier novel 
(Watertown, New York). It’s 
a story related alternately by 
Miller, his goofy psychiatrist, 
and quotations from Exley’s, 
and his biographer’s, books. 

It is, in other words, a fun- 
house of unreliable narration, 
metatextual reference, and 
observations on the anxiety 
of influence. 

It is also possible to lay off the theory 
(unless that’s how you get your synaptic 
kicks) and enjoy Exley as what it is pri- 
marily: a story about growing up. The kid- 
detective plot moves the reader along, as 
does Clarke’s prose, which is the kind you 
enjoy because it makes itself invisible; 
in quick order, the reader is root- 
ing for Miller and feeling tender 
toward everyone else, even the 


ridiculous shrink. Like Exley - very spe- 
cifically like Exley - Clarke wades into the 
working-class milieu of Watertown, with 
its dive bars, greasy spoons, and resi- 
dents too exhausted to put up much of a 
fight over eccentric behavior - a military 
town now enduring an endless streak of 
bad times, full of the wounded, the dead, 
and the drunk. 

Clarke sets his story in a 
time that is roughly the present 
save that it is bereft of laptops 
or cell phones but full of phone 
books, echoing the tone of 
Exley’s time, when encounters 
were face-to-face in cluttered 
places and boys could ride their 
bikes everywhere with no undue 
panic on the part of their moth- 
ers. At times Exley’s gambits 
fail, as when characters speak 
primarily in direct quotation 
from their real-life counterparts’ 
written work, for instance, or 
when the inclusion of one too 
many father figures results in a stark scene 
that floats off unmoored. 

These are stumbles in a book that charms 
without seeming to try, stretching the emo- 
tional bounds of Exley and his century while 
embracing the specifics of his time and his art. 

If Clarke’s goal is to prompt more people to 
read or reread the novel that inspired 
his, he’s certainly run up the score 
in Exley’s favor. - Cindy Widner 
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BANDIT LOVE 

by Massimo Carlotto; 
translated by Antony Shugaar 
Europa Editions, 208 pp., $15 (paper) 

Here’s any easy way to figure out where 
a noir novel is set: If your hero drinks whis 
key, beer, or vodka, it’s in America. If he 
drinks coffee by the gallon, 
it’s Sweden. If he drinks 
Calvados and the occasional 
Prosecco, it’s Italy, and your 
hero is a 47-year-old ex-con 
turned private investigator 
named Marco Buratti. 

Buratti spends a decent 
amount time in Bandit Love 
doing pleasant European 
things like eating duck 
ragout, having sex, and 
meeting people in pastry 
shops. But this is all in pur- 
suit of a larger goal, which 
is figuring out who kid- 
napped his friend Rossini’s 
girlfriend, and then figur- 
ing out what the kidnap- 
ping has to do with a crime that Buratti, 
Rossini, and a third man named Max com- 
mitted years ago. 

The answer, of course, is complicated, but 
it involves the improbably named villainess 
Greta Gardner, a drug heist, and the Kosovar 
mafia. In the end, it’s a little disappointing 
how easy this mystery is for Buratti and his 
friends to unravel. 




Bribery buys our heroes a lot of 
information - which may actually 
be the way it works in Italy - but 
it’s a pretty boring way to solve a crime. 
As for action, a daring raid on a creepy den 
of sex slavery goes off with nary a hiccup 
and involves nothing more complicated 

than entering the house and 
shooting a few bad guys. A 
gold heist occurs between 
chapters, because what 
reader would ever want to 
be troubled with the boring 
details of a frigging gold 
heist? (We do at least get a 
brief recap, eventually.) 

Some crime novels are 
really books about the 
workplace, and they pay 
meticulous attention to 
how a criminal does his 
job. This is not such a 
book. Author Massimo 
Carlotto has a bigger agenda 
and more expansive con- 
cerns: the blossoming of 
crime syndicates across the Balkans and 
Eastern Europe, the interdependency of 
the drug and sex trades, and the way his 
beloved Italy has been drawn into that 
vortex of corruption and exploitation. 
“Bandit love,” we’re told, can drive a man 
to seek “vengeance for a woman who no 
longer exists” - and for a world that’s 
slowly dying. - Katherine Smith

Open since June, owner Jack Malinowski’s Jax Neighborhood 
Cafe is at the southwest corner of 29th and Rio Grande, where 
Drungo Ice House and several previous spots once held court. 
There’s a large dog-friendly patio on the east side, and when the 
weather is OK, the garage doors can be rolled up to connect it 
with a larger dining room/bar/ performance space. Live music 
fills the cafe every night except Wednesday, when a Geeks Who 
Drink trivia contest takes over. Sunday night is Ted Hall’s Blues 
Church Jam. Happy hour specials on weeknights seem to be pop- 
ular with the neighborhood patrons. Jax serves 23 beers with a 
nice mix of local craft brews thrown in, and they serve it in bottles, 
pitchers, pints, and 6-ounce shorties; they also offer 14 wines. 

The food menu is limited, consisting mostly of chips and guaca- 
mole, pizza, sandwiches, burgers, and salads. We tried the pizza 
- a 12” x 9” rectangular pepperoni pie ($11.95 pizza plus $1.75 
per topping) - and found it unusual but likeable. The crust is half 
an inch thick but light and crispy with a golden finish, and the 
sauce is rich with onions. The pepperoni and cheese both had a 
quality flavor and were applied liberally. The burgers are available 
as third- or half-pound patties ($5.95 and $6.95, respectively) and 


toppings are extra (bleu cheese and bacon add another $2). The 
meat is juicy and flavorful, and the condiments fresh and crisp. 

We also tried the Philly-style hot Italian sausage grinder 
($6.95), ample sausage heaped with roasted peppers and onions, 
mozzarella, and a sprinkling of parmesan. It was tasty. 

Jax has a very relaxed and mellow vibe, service isn’t rushed, 
and it seems like the ideal spot to meet some pals and knock 
back a nosh or two with some libations, plus there are a couple of 
big screens if there’s a game on that can’t be missed.

There’s a serious confluence of food and art in 
Austin this weekend: the East Austin Studio Tour 
continues with plenty of inviting dining options in the 
vicinity of studios and galleries (See Arts Listings, 
p.65, for info); local pottery artists join forces with 
soup chefs to fight hunger with the Empty Bowl 
Project; and Arthouse at the Jones Center (700 
Congress) offers a day of food-related events in con- 
junction with Jason Middlebrook’s exhibit “More 
Art About Buildings and Food,” culminating in a 
community potluck supper in the gallery. Check out 
our “Event Menu,” below, for more details. 

Two Austin culinary entrepreneurs have been in 
touch recently with news about menu enhance- 
ments at their restaurants. Zen (various locations, 
www.eatzen.com) founder Adam Weisberg called to 
share his enthusiasm about some spicy new items 
on the Zen menus developed in consultation with 
Torchy’s Tacos chef/ owner Michael Rypka. “We 
decided it was time to add some bolder flavors to 
our menus, so we’re offering a few new things with 
Japanese ingredients prepared with a bit of a 
Texas attitude,” Weisberg explained. Drop by your 
favorite Zen outlet to check them out. Meanwhile, 
Daily Juice (various locations, www.dailyjuice.org) 
owner Matt Shook says employees are pleased to 
be eating and serving hot soups prepared by the 
Soup Peddler at his three outlets. To-go cups of 
hot soup ($4.50) should really hit the spot on the 
hike-and-bike trail in cooler weather. Shook also 
confirmed that his South Austin retail venture with 
David Ansel, the Juicebox/Soup Peddler, is slat- 
ed to open in the second week of December. 

Speaking of Rypka, he and wife Stacey welcomed 
a real, live treat into their home on Halloween with 
the arrival of Michael Travis Rypka (8 pounds, 5 
ounces; 2 OV 2 inches). We’re betting that boy will 
have a lifetime of cool birthday parties! 

Jen Strickland and Terri Hannifin created the 
Carnival o’ Pizza as an homage to the neighbor- 
hood block parties and street festivals of their 
New York childhoods, and their customers at 
Home Slice Pizza (1415 S. Congress, 444-7437, 
www.homeslicepizza.com) have totally embraced the 
annual celebration. This year, in addition to games, 
carnival booths, a raffle (VIP seating for your group 
for a year, anyone?), and live music along with 
plenty of pizza and beer, the wackiest component 
of the festivities has a new fundraising wrinkle. 
Each contestant in the Hands on an Eggplant Sub 
contest will have his or her own personal Web 
page from which to solicit sponsorship donations 
from friends and fans before and during the endur- 
ance contest. Contestants compete for a year of 
free pizza but also raise money for the carnival’s 
charity beneficiary; proceeds benefit Habitat 
Young Professionals.

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Magical Atmospheres 

Two new eateries border on the extravagant

Veteran restaurateurs Eddie Bernal and 
Cameron Lockley have the magic touch these 
days. They are partners in the venerable 34th 
Street Cafe, the always-popular Santa Rita 
Cantina, and Blue Star Cafeteria, and their 
newest venture, situated just a block south of 
Blue Star, is also poised to make an impact on 
Austins dining landscape. The latest addition 
to their dining empire is La Sombra, a restau- 
rant inspired by the hospitality and cuisines of 
South America. To run the show, Bernal and 
Lockley hired Chilean-born Raul Escobar to 
manage the front of the house and Peruvian- 
born Julio-Cesar Llorez to oversee kitchen 
operations. “It was like love at first sight,” says 
Escobar of their collaboration. “It was clear 
from the beginning that we all had the same 
vision for the restaurant.” 

That shared vision is one of bamboo, neutral 
tones, billowy canvas, and burlap, all of which 
are accented by warm interior lighting, a con- 
temporary evocation of colonial style. Likewise, 
Florez’s cuisine is an elegant riff on regional 
South American specialties. Ceviches like the 
tiradito de atun ($9), for instance, are clean and 
lightly dressed, more like sushi than marinated 
bits of fish, and empanadas, those normally 
homey filled pastries, are dainty compositions 


of color and taste. The bar- and waitstaff at La 
Sombra are worldly, smart, and stylish: friendly 
without being overly familiar and helpful with- 
out being overly solicitous. In short, the res- 
taurant is a thoroughly modern jaunt into the 
hybrid dining traditions of South America. 

Do start with one of La Sombra’s signature 
pisco sours or some other specialty cocktail, 
because, according to general manager Escobar, 
“in Latin America there is no such thing as din- 
ing without drinking.” La Sombra’s clientele 
seems to embrace that attitude. Happy hour 
generally draws a sizable crowd of urban war- 
riors who nibble on half-price appetizers and 
sip two-dollar-off wines and cocktails. 

I’ve discovered I am a sucker for the crisp 
home-fried plantains called chifles that La 
Sombra serves with a Venezuelan avocado 
salsa known as guasacaca ($7). A bit like gua- 
camole only with vinegar and peppers instead 
of lime, the guasacaca is surprisingly mild yet 
adds just the right flavor to the chifles. I also 
loved the skewered grilled quail ($11), mari- 
nated in a rub of red chile and served with a 
knockout, fiery chile paste for dipping. 

Meat lovers will croon over the parrilla gau- 
cha ($19 for one, $32 for two), a heaping plate 
of three meats showcasing steak, garlic sau- 
sage, and pork ribs. The steak and sausage are 
good, but the ribs are among the tastiest I’ve 
ever sampled. Fall-off-the-bone meat meets 
crisp cumin- and coriander-laced spice rub; I 
could have eaten a whole plate of just these. 



If there’s one thing Phara knows how to do, 
it’s creating a magical atmosphere. Phara’s is 
located in one of the low-ceilinged, cement- 
bunker-style storefronts where North Loop jogs 
into East 53rd, and from this unpromising 
material, Phara has created a space that is vivid, 
relaxing, and exciting. The dining room is 
small, colorful, and cozy. The walls are painted 
in bold colors, and the corrugated metal ceiling 
is almost low enough to touch, but the roman- 


tically low lighting of brave floor lamps and 
strings of tiny white lights manages to turn this 
ugly duckling of a building into a remarkably 
exotic setting. This sleight of hand is repeated 
when you step out onto the patio, which holds 
most of the seating. Spacious and airy, the 
space is crowned beautifully with lights, creat- 
ing a fairyland effect that somehow manages to 
seem quintessentially Austin. The tables are 
spaced around a central fire pit, and individual 



I also enjoyed La Sombra’s/eijoada completa 
($14), which is a loose but enticing interpreta- 
tion of Brazil’s national dish. Pigs’ feet and 
ears are absent in this stewy specialty. La 
Sombra’s version is a bit more elegant, featur- 
ing a pilaf of white rice, shredded dried meat, 
and black beans attractively flanked by crisp 
pork belly, blood sausage, farofa (toasted 
shredded yucca), and pureed black beans. The 
whole thing is crowned with tangy braised 
kale. Authentic? Well, maybe not quite. But 
compulsively eatable? Yes and, quite frankly, 
more than ample enough to feed two. 

La Sombra is still tinkering with its menu, 
and adjustments are warranted. The first time 
I ate there, a month after it opened, I was 
quite disappointed by a beet fettuccine which 


was, in fact, an average-tasting fettuccine with 
cream sauce. It’s now off the menu, replaced 
by a mushroom ravioli that the women at a 
neighboring table raved about during our last 
visit. Likewise, the kitchen still has to iron out 
some consistency issues. We ordered a steak 
($23) medium rare that I found to be closer to 
medium. The yucca and potato gratin that 
accompanied it should have been delicious, 
but the bottom layer of potatoes was still quite 
raw. And I confess I found the blood sausage 
in the feijoada much too salty. 

OK, so not perfect. But I like La Sombra 
nonetheless for its reasonably priced yet 
adventurous menu that invites diners to sink 
into a world aglow with taste and warmth.

tents with transparent sides border the patio, 
each creating a semiprivate dining area where 
customers can enjoy reasonably priced hoo- 
kahs and shisha (flavored Turkish tobaccos, 
$12-15). Wednesday through Sunday, a belly- 
dancing floorshow starts at 8pm. Also, Phara’s 
is BYOB, charging a mere $3 corkage fee for 
bottle disposal and the use of glasses. 

The service is friendly but erratic, a problem 
stemming from the fact that Phara’s is favored 
by large parties and usually has more than one 
big top monopolizing the staff and kitchen. And 
though most of the food is excellent, there’s 
some unevenness to the menu as well. The 
creamy hummus with roasted pine nuts ($5) is 
full-bodied, garlicky, and lemony, with lots of 
tahini; it’s very good. The baba ghanoush ($5), 
also heavy on the tahini, is tasty but almost 
indistinguishable from the hummus. The dol- 
mas ($6) were dreadful - bland and over- 
steamed to the point of near-disintegration - 
but the tzatzihi ($5), made with real Greek 
yogurt, is excellent: cool and refreshing, with 
pronounced cucumber, dill, and garlic flavors. 

The lamb shish kebab ($17) was superb: 
Fresh cubes of lean lamb are grilled to a per- 
fect medium, flanked by rice, tzatziki, and 
grilled vegetables. The tender, firm basmati 
rice was adorned with minced green onion 


and dried cranberries, a unique and artful 
combination. But what made the dish were 
the grilled vegetables. Much of the time menus 
promise grilled vegetables but deliver soft, 
flabby vegetables that have been sitting in a 
steam table. These were the genuine article, 
still firm, with heat-softened exteriors. The 
onions, mushrooms, squash, and green pep- 
pers bore char marks and the bloom of flavor 
that only comes from roasting over coals. 

Phara’s Thali Sampler ($13) consisted of the 
aforementioned hummus, baba ghanoush, tza- 
tziki, dolmas, and basmati rice, with the addition 
of Aegean salad, tabbouleh, Greek olives, and 
oddly, canned green beans. The Aegean salad 
was very simple but good, featuring romaine let- 
tuce, tomato slices, Greek olives, a decent 
amount of feta cheese, and an authentic, Greek 
oregano and lemon juice vinaigrette. The Greek 
olives are lovely, and the tabbouleh is outstand- 
ing, with a clean, fresh parsley flavor, its dense 
grains providing a needed textural contrast to the 
rest of the plate. The little pile of green beans was 
really just confusing and detracted from the dish 
in both texture and flavor. 

The food is extremely good overall; if it can 
rise to the magical level of the atmosphere, 
Phara’s could become an Austin institution.

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THE DEVIL'S IN THE DETAILS 

Andrew Bujalski and Cinema Club screen an overlooked 
John Huston gem

“I would beware of those men. They’re desperate characters.” 
“What makes you say that?” 

“Not one of them looked at my legs.” 

That sassy exchange between a pair of mismatched-but- 
married expat Brits (played by Jennifer Jones and Edward 
Underdown) sets the tone for John Huston’s criminally 
underrated masterpiece of offbeat postwar noir Beat the 
Devil. What follows is no more nor less than one of Huston’s 
- and cinema’s - most unique, biting comedies. It’s also 
one of Huston’s least-screened films (unless you count a 
dodgy YouTube burn), but the Alamo Drafhouse’s Cinema 
Club, co-hosted this time by Austin filmmaker Andrew 
Bujalski ( Funny Ha Ha, Beeswax), is about to rectify this trav- 
esty of cinephiliac amnesia. 

Beat the Devil's story, co-written by Huston with an ailing 
Truman Capote (who, as the story goes, literally wrote the 
day’s dialogue in the morning, to be shot in the afternoon, all 
the while keeping up a running conversation with his pet 
raven back in New York City), is little more than a peg upon 
which to hang one of the quirkiest grab bags of equally mis- 
matched character actors from Hollywood’s golden era. 

“I knew Beat the Devil’s reputation as a film that people 
always seemed to talk about in terms of being a send-up of 
other John Huston movies,” says Bujalski, “as if it were 
Huston poking fun at himself or a parody of The Maltese 
Falcon and all that. So when I first saw it, I went into it know- 
ing that reputation but I came out thinking: That wasn’t a 
parody! That was better than watching The Maltese FalconV 
Maybe that’s a slightly heretical opinion, but I had such a 
good time with [Beat the Devil ] that that’s how I really felt.” 


Beat the 
Devil 


He speaks the truth: Beat the Devil could well be the most 
fun you’ll have at the movies all year. And that has everything 
to do with the cast. A more shifty-eyed alliance of squirreli- 
ness you’re not likely to find, even in Huston’s already over- 
populated oeuvre. 

First and foremost there’s Humphrey Bogart (fresh off the 
director’s The African Queen two years prior). The front man 
for a quartet of schemers traveling from southern Italy to 
British colonial Africa in hopes of plundering the Crown’s 
newly found uranium riches, Bogart is paired with Italian sex 
bomb Gina Lollobrigida, who proves as adept at playing 
broad, slinky comedy as Bogie is at hard-bitten snark. 

And that quartet of radioactivity-obsessed scoundrels? Peter 
Lorre, pop-eyed and chain-smoking; Robert Morley, quivering 
with false solicitude and post-war British chip; cadaverous 
Italian scarecrow Marco Tulli; and, bringing up the sociopathic, 
apoplectic rear, tiny Ivor Barnard. It’s a glorious orgy of charac- 
ter-actor perfection, simultaneously hilarious and surreal, and 
seemingly existing within a cinematic alternate reality that 
could only have been dreamed up - on the fly, no less - by a 
crazed Capote. It tanked at the box office in 1953. Go figure. 

“Watching it again, as we prepared for the Cinema Club 
screening,” Bujalski says, “I can’t even say that it was ahead 
of its time, or even the current time. It’s almost like it’s sepa- 
rate from time completely. It’s such a unique, strange film, 
and whatever’s magical about it is really hard to put your fin- 
ger on. It’s a seriously weird, funny movie, and I think a lot of 
people have tried to capture some of the magic of it over the 
years, but no one’s ever done it.” 

Capote’s dialogue comes off like Graham Greene’s scenar- 
io for The Third Man rewritten by a cackling Orson Welles; 



Lorre even has a brief monologue about the nature of time 
that sends up, intentionally or not, Harry Lime’s famed “cuck- 
oo clock” diatribe from Carol Reed’s film. As Bogart’s charac- 
ter, Billy Dannreuther, says of Lorre’s patently amoral (and 
decidedly un-Irish) O’Hara: “It smokes, it drinks, it philoso- 
phizes. At this rate I’ll be 60 before you get to the point.” 

Couple these outlandishly entertaining characters with 
famed cameraman Freddie Francis’ European location shoot- 
ing and a brassy, sunlit score by Franco Mannino, and the 
result is, indeed, magic. And if it seems much ado about 
nothing all that much by the end, well, it’s still one of the 
most consistently (and perhaps surprisingly) entertaining trips 
everyone involved ever embarked upon. 

“The fact that the film has these longtime journeymen 
character actors is part of what makes it unique,” Bujalski 
explains. “That whole part of film culture has disappeared. 

You can’t get guys like these who knew how to do this specif- 
ic type of role without winking at the camera. That’s what’s so 
amazing about Beat the Devil. It’s obviously this outrageous 
comedy, but the actors play it totally straight and never seem 
to wink at the audience in the way that you have to today if 
you’re making that kind of movie.” ■

Stumped on what to get your pop culture/ 
TV geek? Not to fret. Two new titles, released 
just in time for the holiday season, cover two 
bright points on the TV-fan spectrum. 

Weighing nearly nine pounds, Simpsons 
World: The Ultimate Episode Guide: Seasons 
1-20 is hardly a stocking stuffer, but once 
you wrestle the thing to a manageable posi- 
tion, what awaits inside is almost too good 
to be true: color-drenched, glossy, two-page 
spreads devoted to every episode of TV’s 
longest running continuous series from its 
inception through its 20th season. Even a 
lapsed Simpsons fan will find something to 
savor in the mammoth collection. In fact, it’s 
great fun to randomly open the book to dis- 
cover all the goodies inside, which include all 
of Bart’s chalkboard messages (which appear 
in the opening credits), the cheeky messages 


on the First Church of Springfield 
marquee, a tribute to infomercial 
and filmstrip star Troy McClure, 
a complete filmography of the 
“Itchy & Scratchy” cartoons, a 
collection of Krusty the Clown 
merchandise, and more than 
400 character profiles. If 
none of that rings any 
bells for you, read this 
list to your Simpsons 
fan and watch them drool: 

“Oooh ... compendium.” 

Each spread efficiently includes 
the title of each episode with epi- 
sode number, original airdate, a 
writer/director/producer credit, a 
list of guest voices, the episode 
synopsis, bits of trivia, and notable 
quotes. Images from all 400 epi- 
sodes are splashed throughout in an 
eye-dazzling layout. The only thing 
missing from this book are scratch- 
and-sniff pages. (One complaint: The text is a 
bit small.) Fully indexed and playfully assem- 
bled, this is the book for the consummate 
Simpsons fan. It also makes a handsome 
step stool. 

Mad Men fans will recognize the work of 
illustrator and designer Dyna Moe from the 


popular create your own Mad Men avatar 
application she designed last year (available 
at MadMenYourself.com). Embracing the style 
and sensibility of the 1960s, Moe’s appealing 
drawings are now assembled in Mad Men: 

The Illustrated World, a large format book that 
not only celebrates the series but the era. 

Yet another in string of books focusing on 


the images and icons of the 
Sixties, Moe’s rendition does so with such 
panache, you soon bypass the disappoint- 
ment of not getting a more critical analysis of 
the series. And besides, it’s a hoot. Divided 
into seven sections (“The Office,” “The 
Home,” “Fashion & Beauty”), each section 


bursts with Moe’s lavish illustrations while 
offering playful bon mots, as in a list of useful 
Dos and Don’ts for “Well Meaning Squares”: 
“DO mention that you think Bob Dylan is 
the most exciting new artist you’ve seen in 
years. DON’T add, ‘But I think he’s Jewish.”' 
New York fans will enjoy the short essays 
of Gotham City lore. A brief biography of Gov. 

Nelson “Rocky” Rockefeller 
is both informative and 
deliciously gossipy, as are 
short pieces about the raz- 
ing of onetime architectural 
wonder Penn Station, and 
a first-person essay on the 
timelessness of a midcentury 
modern sofa. The book would 
not be complete without a 
list of cocktail recipes, of 
course. Additional touches 
include “Cuban Missile Crisis! 
The Goofy Game of Nuclear 
Brinkmanship,” and a six-page 
paper doll and clothing section 
(accordion included) for Joan Harris (Christina 
Hendricks) as costumed by Janie Bryant. 
Playful and slightly irreverent, this official 
companion to the series would be welcomed 
by anybody mad about Mad Men.

Two new series tap extreme climes from Bunuel in Mexico 
to Iceland’s endless winter 

THAT OBSCURE STRETCH OF A 
MASTER’S FILMOGRAPHY 


Luis Bunuel en Mexico

Few would deny Spanish-born filmmaker 
Luis Bunuel his place in the pantheon of the 
great directors. From his first film in 1929, “Un 
Chien Andalou,” on which he collaborated 
with the surrealist groundbreaker Salvador 
Dali to make a film with potent imagery that 
still has the power to 
shock viewers nearly 
80 years later, to his 
great latter period dur- 
ing which such films 
as Belle de Jour , The 
Discreet Charm of the 
Bourgeoisie, and That 
Obscure Object of Desire received multiple inter- 
national film awards, Bunuel and his films have 
been popular staples for repertory showcases 
and film scholars. Yet frequently overlooked 
or discounted is Bunuel’s Mexican period, an 
interval that stretched from 1946 to 1961, dur- 
ing which the director made some 20 films. 


Although Bunuel gained attention and 
notoriety with his first two films, “Un Chien 
Andalou” and LAge d’Or, which were made 
in France, it proved difficult for him to follow 
up those two artistic affronts to the church and 
bourgeoisie with equally independent and dar- 
ing work. Throughout 
the Thirties in France 
and Spain, Bunuel 
directed the Spanish- 
language dubbing 
of many Hollywood 
films, but he left for 
the United States dur- 
ing the Spanish Civil War. In 1946, he moved 
to Mexico, became a citizen, and lived there the 
rest of his life, despite making movies abroad in 
the Sixties and Seventies. 

Bunuel’s Mexican period is often dismissed 
because his films from the era are studio genre 
products with minimal budgets and south-

Fire Beneath the ice: Films of Iceland

“I thought I could organize freedom/ 

How Scandinavian of me” 

- Bjork, “Hunter” 

Is there a Scandinavian essence? Americans 
glean what they can of it in glub-glubs from 
the pop culture products - the movies and 
music and furniture monoliths - of the Nordic 
countries, but if there’s a transnational charac- 
ter, it’s ill-defined. Iceland’s anima may be the 
most inscrutable. Even that country’s most 
potent and name- 
checked export, Bjork, 
isn’t exactly on the 
tip of the American 
tongue; after hear- 
ing about the Austin 
Film Society’s new 
Essential Cinema series, Fire Beneath the Ice: 
Films of Iceland, a colleague asked me if the 
movies all starred “Bork.” 

In fact, the elfin chanteuse makes zero 
appearances in AFS’ swatch of contemporary 
Icelandic cinema. (She swore off acting after 
enduring Dancer in the Dark with Lars von 
Trier, a Dane.) If there’s a commonality to be 


teased out of the five films, it may be in the 
characters, who all seek to have command 
of their situations - to organize not freedom 
exactly, but at least how they order their days. 
No such luck - not with cheating husbands 
and pregnant girlfriends, serial killers on the 
loose, and their own bodies’ inevitable deterio- 
ration making chaos out of their careful plans. 

The series is bracketed by quirky comedies, 
with the dourer stuff in between. The hipster 
anomie of Baltasar Kormakur’s 101 Reykjavik 
doesn’t feel as fresh 
as it surely did when 
it debuted in 2000, 
but it still has its 
amusements in the 
form of 30-year-old 
loser Hlynur (Hilmir 
Snser Gudnason), who lives with his mother, 
lives off his unemployment checks, and mas- 
turbates to the morning workout shows on 
television. Hlynur wants only for his life to 
stay as uncomplicated and undemanding as 
humanly possible - a plan that goes off the 
rails when he falls for Mom’s live-in lover, 
Lola, a flamenco instructor. Lola is played by

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of-the-border stars, which could make them 
seem even more disposable than Hollywood 
B-movies. Some of this mistaken impression 
is, no doubt, also due to the American sense of 
superiority in all things culture-related. A new 
five-film series, Luis Bunuel en Mexico, pre- 
sented by Cine las Americas and the Consulate 
General of Mexico in Austin, offers a taste of 
the range of Bunuel’s film work in Mexico and 
handily dispels the notion that these films are 
of only incidental importance. Through studio 
projects, Bunuel, like many of Hollywood’s 
most admired directors, was able to use con- 
ventional and prosaic story structures as 


anchors while simultaneously subverting their 
modalities and implied meanings. In most of 
these Mexican films, Bunuel’s strong moral and 
political concerns can be discerned through the 
comic plots and melodramatic turns. 

The Great Madcap (1949) was the second 
film Bunuel made in Mexico (the first was the 
musical Gran Casino). Almost a classic screw- 
ball comedy, The Great Madcap is the story of 
a profligate rich man and his money-grubbing 
family. Each side tricks the other into believ- 
ing they have become suddenly impoverished 
in order to teach a lesson to the other. Bunuel 
turns to drama with Daughter of Deceit (1951), 



former Pedro Almodovar muse Victoria Abril, 
and it’s clever casting; Kormakur’s debut splits 
the difference between early Almodovar’s 
hot-blooded sexual hysteria and Iceland’s 
glum-faced chill. (Bjork extended family alert: 
The Sugarcubes’ Einar Om Benediktsson co- 
scored the film with Blur’s Damon Albam.) 

Gudnason pops up in series capper The 
Seagull’s Laughter, too, but men exist here only 
to be manipulated (and occasionally mangled) 
in this Fifties-set gynecocratic comedy. Freyja 
was the Norse goddess of love and death, with 
a hand in war and fertility, too, and flame- 
haired Freyja (Margret Vilhjalmsdottir) more 


than lives up to her namesake. She’s a silky 
seducer of both men and women, netting 
proposals from the former and blind devo- 
tion from the latter. Freyja sends her charges 
to surprisingly dark places, but The Seagull’s 
Laughter never loses its loose, larky energy. 

Alternately, you can almost see the energy 
sapping from the geriatric leads in Fridrik J)6r 
Fridriksson’s Children of Nature. The series’ 
earliest film - it was made in 1991 - and 
certainly its slowest, Children of Nature was 
the first Icelandic film to be nominated for an 
Academy Award. (It lost to Italy’s sex-romp 
Mediterraneo.) The elegiac film, which has 
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a film about a father who abandons his daugh- 
ter after his adulterous wife spitefully informs 
him that their daughter is not his. Mexican 
Bus Ride (1952) returns Bunuel to comedy, 
although the story is one that teeters between 
life and death. On the night of his honeymoon, 
a young man in a remote village is sent on a 
mission by his dying mother. Over mountains 
and bodies of water, the man encounters one 
delay after another en route to his destination. 
When the journey is complete, it may have all 
been for naught - a familiar Bunuel theme. 

The last two films in the series are among 
Bunuel’s most accomplished works from this 
period. In Illusion Travels by Streetcar (1954) - 
and, really, who needs to make a movie when 
you have a title this good? - two drunken 
Mexico City transit workers take the No. 133 
streetcar out for a joyride and then become 
stuck picking up passenger after passenger in 
order to cover up their caper. Their hilarious 
escapade is offset by occasional minilessons 
in Mexico’s inflationary economy. The most 
famous film in this series is Nazarin (1958), 
a pseudo religious parable that invites two 
completely different interpretations. The film 
won the International Jury Prize at Cannes for 
its story of an ascetic priest whose Christlike 
existence often causes more problems than it 
solves. It’s classic Bunuel: pointing out the 
ineffectuality of religion while respecting its 
humble practitioners. For Bunuel, morality 
is not the thing that drives us but rather the 
thing toward which we aspire. ■

long stretches of no dialogue, follows two 
seniors - childhood sweethearts - who 
reconnect in a nursing home and chafe at 
the expectation that they should go gen- 
tly into the night. Hilmar Oddsson’s Cold 
Light (2004) also puts outsiders front and 
center: This award-winning mystical film 
stars Ingvar Eggert Sigurdsson as an artist 
plagued by second sight. 

A haggard Sigurdsson reappears in 2006’s 
Jar City , a police procedural that may be 
the series’ most conventionally satisfying 
offering. Based on Arnaldur Indridason’s 
bestselling Detective Erlendur series and 
cut from the same cloth as other grim 
Scandinavian crime fare from Henning 
Mankell and Stieg Larsson, Jar City's dual 
narrative tracks a grieving father’s obses- 
sion with the hereditary disease that felled 
his toddler daughter and a shoulda-been- 
open-and-shut murder investigation that 
sends Detective Erlendur (Sigurdsson) 
down the blind alley of a decades-old cold 
case. It isn’t all doom and gloom, though; 
director Kormakur injects hits of the same 
black humor that distinguished his 101 
Reykjavik. The films aren’t so far apart, 
really. It’s the same design: a man, a plan, 
and it all gone amok. ■

LEAD STORY 

About 20% of Japan’s adult-video market is 
now “elder porn,” with each production featur- 
ing one or more studly seniors. Shigeo Tokuda, 
76, is among the most popular. He told 
Toronto’s Globe and Mail in October that he 
still performs physically, without Viagra, in at 
least one role a month opposite much younger 
women. His wife and adult daughter learned 
only two years ago, by accident, of his late- 
onset career (which began at age 60 when a 
filmmaker hired him for his “pervert’s face”). 
Tokuda figures the “elder porn” genre will grow 
with Japan’s increasing senior population. 

CHUTZPAH! 

In June, the Mexican government filed a 
brief in Arizona challenging the constitutionality 
of that state’s proposed law that required 
police to check the immigration status of 
detainees, which, according to its Foreign 
Ministry, “violates inalienable human rights.” 
However, a May USA Today dispatch from 
Tultitlan, Mexico, noted that Mexico has a simi- 
lar law (Article 67 of its immigration code) and 
that police allegedly harass immigrants from 
Honduras and other Central American coun- 
tries. Said one pro-immigration activist, “There 
[in the U.S.], they’ll deport you. In Mexico, 
they’ll probably let you go, but they’ll beat you 
up and steal everything you’ve got first.” (Bills 
to overturn Article 67 have been pending in 
the Mexican legislature for months.) 

MORE REDNECK CHRONICLES 

1) In October in Seminole, Fla., near 
Tampa, two men, ages 36 and 52, sitting on 
a porch, drew the attention of two passersby, 
who made derisive comments and eventually 
beat up the porch-sitters, who were cos- 
tumed as beer bottles. 2) In Portage, Ind., in 
July, Michael Perez, 36, and brother Eric, 28, 
got into a fistfight, then ran outside, jumped 
into their respective pickup trucks, and com- 
menced ramming into each other. Multiple 
charges were filed against both after Eric 
accidentally crashed into a mobile home. 


QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

Awkward: The Brain Injury Association of New 
Zealand, organizing a community benefit in the 
town of Rotorua, decided in October to stage - 
of all things - a “zombie walk,” inviting towns- 
people to shuffle around in support. The TV sta- 
tion TVNZ reported numerous complaints alleg- 
ing the association’s insensitivity. 

For months, Mississippi Gov. Haley Barbour 
has been indifferent to humanitarian appeals on 
behalf of sisters Jamie and Gladys Scott, who 
were convicted in 1993 of luring two men to a 
robbery (total take, $11; no injuries) but who 


were each mysteriously sentenced to two 
consecutive life sentences. (The actual rob- 
bers got two years.) Beyond the question- 
able sentence is Jamie’s extremely poor 
health (double kidney failure). Gov. Barbour’s 
unyielding position is to direct the appeals 
to the state’s parole board. In 2008, 
bypassing the parole board, Gov. Barbour 
independently pardoned four vicious murder- 
ers who were serving life sentences, even 
though none had particularly claimed unfair 
conviction. The four had participated in a 
prison-sponsored odd-jobs program, helping 
out around the Governor’s Mansion. 


Montcalm County, Mich., four teenagers 
attending a Bible church camp were killed 
when lightning struck an umbrella they were 
huddling under near a baseball field. 

Cheerful, articulate Catholic Opus Dei 
official Sarah Cassidy, 43, granting a long 
interview to London’s Daily Mail in 
September about her joy of life, waxed elo- 
quent about bringing herself pain for two 
hours every night as reminders of God’s 
love. Complained another Opus Dei “numer- 
ary,” our “materialistic, hedonistic society” 
understands pain “if you go jogging and 
pounding the streets ... just because you 
want to be thinner” (or endure Botox injec- 
tions or cram your toes into painfully tiny 
shoes) but somehow doesn’t understand 
when Cassidy wraps a spiked cilice tightly 
around her leg every night for God. 

CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

In Afghanistan, as in many less-developed 
countries, boy babies are much preferred to 
girls for economic reasons and social sta- 
tus, but some thus-unlucky Afghan parents 
have developed a workaround for “excess” 
girls: simply designate one a boy. All refer- 
ences to her are male, and she dresses as 
a boy, plays boys’ games, and does boys’ 
chores, at least until puberty, when many 
parents of the “bacha posh” convert her 
back. In some tribal areas, according to a 
September New York Times dispatch, super- 
stition holds that creation of a bacha posh 
even enhances prospects of the next child’s 
being a boy. 

Although India has forbidden discrimina- 
tion against lower-caste “Dalits” (so-called 
“untouchables”), rampant oppression still 
exists, especially in rural areas. In October, 
police investigated reports that a higher- 
caste woman had disowned her dog after it 
had been touched by an “untouchable” 
woman. A village council in the Morena dis- 
trict of Madhya Pradesh had reportedly 
awarded the higher-caste woman the equiva- 
lent of $340 in compensation after she wit- 
nessed the dog being given food scraps by 
the Dalit woman. 



LATEST RELIGIOUS MESSAGES 

Symbols: 1) Although the dress code at 
Clayton (N.C.) High School prohibits it, 
freshman Ariana lacono demanded in 
September that she be allowed to wear 
her nose ring, which she said is “essen- 
tial” to her practice of religion.

On Nov. 5, local rapper J Kapone was 
sentenced by the U.S. District Court, 
Western District of Texas to 135 months 
of imprisonment and three years of 
supervised release for conspiracy to dis- 
tribute narcotics (cocaine). According to 
his manager, Derek Georg of Austin’s 
Top Dollar Records, Kapone, born Roy 
Rodriguez Jr., was gearing up for an 
Internet campaign supporting his new 
mixtape with DJ Grip, The Re-Up 2.0, 
when he was apprehended in early 
March by Memphis Drug Enforcement 
Administration agents while attending 


the 2010 Southern Entertainment 
Awards. The case, dubbed “Operation 
Kumbaya” due to the 13 law enforce- 
ment agencies involved, was part of a 
six-year investigation into a local drug 
ring with ties to Mexican drug cartels 
that resulted in 20 convictions. “I’d like 
to apologize to my family, friends, and 
those that helped and supported my 
music career,” Rodriguez said during the 
sentencing. “I accept responsibility for 
the things I’ve done and will take this 
time to help better myself as a person.” 
Rodriguez notched a minor radio hit a 


few years back with “Watch My 15s 
Stutter,” and his long-delayed debut 
album, Hustle Hard, features top-shelf 
cameos from Houston heavyweights 
Slim Thug (“Boss Status”) and Bun B 
(“Do You Wanna Ride”). “He had his 
business together and was trying to 
make it happen, getting on the road and 
trying to do bigger things,” relates South 
by Southwest’s Matt Sonzala, who 
booked Kapone for the last five editions 
of the music festival. “I can’t imagine 
some goofy rapper was a cartel kingpin, 
but that’s how it goes.”

Lord of the Highway 

Surviving on the road isn’t as simple as getting in the van. Fueled by “esspres- 
so & anti-depressants,” Austin’s Nordic legend Thor Harris recently penned “How 
to Tour in a Band or Whatever,” an obscenity-laced list of commandments delivered 
with blunt simplicity and compiled with help from his tourmates in Shearwater 
and Swans. The local art-rock ensemble is recording new demos next month and 
planning to stage its last three LPs in their entirety at the Central Presbyterian 
Church in January, while the latter NYC experimental outfit starts the second leg 
of its worldwide tour at Mohawk Feb. 18.

The Fabulous Ginn Sisters’ 10,000 hours

On the cover oiYou Can’t Take a Bad Girl Home, the Fabulous 
Ginn Sisters (that’s a hard “G,” as in “guilty”) stare out with 
a stark, Xerox-quality attitude as heavy-lidded, pouty-lipped, 
hip-cocked rockabilly queens. In person, their pure Texas 
bloodlines give way to a fresh-faced, corn-fed sweetness - one 
that equally suggests they’ve already hoed tough rows. 

At 32 and 31 respectively, Tiffani and Britani Ginn are 
nearing the end of a decadelong cycle that brought them to 
Austin following the path to education and took a sharp turn 
into music. That’s the story of local musicians from Janis 
Joplin to Bob Schneider. Tiffani married singer-songwriter Bill 
Passalacqua and Britani lives with Bill’s brother Larry, however, 
the Dixie Chicks they are not. 

Onstage, the Ginns are living testament to the magical way 
of family, talent, and vocal ambition. The women of You Can’t 
Take a Bad Girl Home are staking their claim. 

Born and Raised in Schulenburg 

“Bom and raised in Schulenburg” sounds like a chamber of 
commerce slogan or maybe something seared onto a side of 
choice beef. When Tiffani applies it to the Ginns, it becomes 
a stamp of authenticity. In Texas, authenticity is valued almost 
as much as instmmental proficiency and songwriting skill. 
Authenticity can’t be artificially created. 

According to the town’s Chamber of Commerce, Schulenburg 
- German for “school town” - sits 80 miles southeast of 
Austin, with a population of approximately 2,500. The farm 
and cattle community with a rich German and Czech back- 
ground also embraces the arts: A handful of churches painted 
in the European tradition dapple the surrounding fields and 
hills, as do dance halls, some restored to original luster. 

Dance halls are key, because musical tradition mns river deep 
and family strong in the Ginns of Schulenburg, so strong that 
Britani recalls being “tiny, really little, and we’d get out of school 
and go sing at the Lion’s Club or at a wedding.” The Unplanned 
Parenthood Association, as the Ginns’ parents’ family band 
is known, and the Pettit Brothers Band, a family offshoot act, 
started the girls performing as soon as they could. 

“My sister had an old record player when we were little,” 
Tiffani mused about influences. “And our grandparents had 
an Italian restaurant with an old jukebox. Whenever they’d 
take the old 45s out and put the new ones in, we’d get the 


old ones. So we had this awesome record collection - Cyndi 
Lauper, Boy George, Ricky Skaggs, Hank Williams. 

“Really old Texas country stuff.” 

That the sisters would pursue music together was not fait 
accompli, though after “the second round of dropping out of 
colleges,” Tiffani laughs, Dame Fortune sent an invitation. 

“We played an open mic at the Cactus Cafe, 2002,” she says. 
“We ended up getting a bunch of gigs from that night, and that 
was it. We dropped out of school and never looked back.” 

For Britani, the epiphany came even before that: “When we 
moved to Austin, we’d decided, ‘We’re not going to sing cov- 
ers any more, this family band music.’ Tiff was going to school 
for dance; I studied classical flute. Suddenly, I hated the music 
thousands of students have played for hundreds of years. I 
didn’t want to sing the same songs as my family. 

“We had our own songs to sing.” 

Share Our Secrets 

Their own songs surfaced first on the Ginn sisters’ debut, 2003 ’s 
Generally Happy, but it was Blood Oranges three years later that 
harvested well-deseived attention. The lustrous mix of twang, soul- 
ful roots folk, and sweet dual vocals gave them entree to bills with 
Delbert McClinton and Robert Earl Keen and an auspicious friend- 
ship with Canadian alt.country favorite Fred Eaglesmith. According 
to Britani, Eaglesmith’s production of Bad Girl brought crucial 
veteran expertise to the Ginns’ evolving sound, while Tiffani points 
out that touring with Eaglesmith for two years didn’t hurt. 

“We were on the road with Fred, playing with a rock & roll 
band every night while continuing to write music,” explains 
Tiffani. “We didn’t plan to make an album; we went to just 
record some songs. Once we went in, we didn’t finish until 
the record was done. 

“And our sound changed. Some people are going to miss 
the countryish sound. Some will find the new rock sound 
refreshing and different. As your writing changes when you go 
to a new place, your sound changes, too. We’re spoiled touring 
with Fred and his audience. They are listening to every word 
you sing. They are talking to you about your lyrics after the 
show. That’s a real treat, an audience that digs the music.” 

The authenticity Tiffani and Britani Ginn bring to You Can’t 
Take a Bad Girl Home was earned sometime in their 20s when 
their lifetime in music hit the so-called 10,000-hours mark.

That’s a key component of success, believes author Malcolm 
Gladwell, who examined the phenomenon in his book Outliers. 
He reminds us that Fleetwood Mac put out 16 albums before 
Rumors rained down platinum. The Beatles performed more 
than 1,200 times before storming America in 1964. 

Ten thousand hours. It’s a lesson worth remembering. The 
Ginns quite possibly reached that plateau even earlier, in their 
teens, imbuing them with an expertise that shows up in their songs. 
Tiffani, who writes, plays guitar, and sings lead, composed all the 
material on Bad Girl except the track co-written with her brother- 
in-law, Larry Passalacqua. For her, the art of writing is balanced by 
the challenge of working with her sister, who plays flute and sings. 

“We’ve learned to deal with [conflict],” acknowledges 
Tiffani. “We’ve gotten better as we’ve gotten older. If one 
doesn’t love what the other brings in, that’s when we say, ‘How 
about this instead?’ If it’s not ideal for both of us, that’s when 
the collaboration starts.” 

“We are so close,” Britani agrees. “We function better 
together than apart. It’s almost better when we don’t agree, 
because then it’s a joint creation.” 

A joint creation of separate lives, in fact, and not just onstage 
and in the studio. Tiffani was reached in the RV she, husband 
Bill, and their 2-year-old son live and travel in throughout 
Texas; Britani spoke from southern Illinois, where she now 
lives with Larry. That’s far from the days of shared living quar- 
ters, and for right now, it works for the Fabulous Ginn Sisters. 

“I can’t imagine doing it any other way. Well ...,” hedges 
Tiffani with a laugh, “sometimes I fantasize about touring with 
a nanny and a really big bus instead of an RV” ■

Lipstick noir doesn’t come any 
more tingly than titular lead-off “You 
Should’ve Known” (“you can’t take a 
bad girl home”), a midnight motorcycle 
ride of lust and regret. “So there goes 
your hope,” concludes the dreamy 
opener, “dirty as tailpipe smoke.” 
Dreams good and bad recur throughout 
You Can’t Take a Bad Girl Home. An 
undeniable Lilith Fair hook, the callous 
“Hey Doll” (“you’re just another lover”) 
comes hither next, only to be trumped 
by the sultry, Rickie Lee Jones girlish- 
ness of “Dreams,” a gorgeous caution- 
ary tale about neglecting one’s better 
half. Swamp-mospherics coating the 
succeeding “Baton Rouge” summon 
Concrete Blonde’s Johnette Napolitano 
(“Bloodletting [The Vampire Song]”), 


only this gal ain’t coming back from 
the afterlife (“on my tombstone write, 
‘She was here, but now she’s dead”'). 
The winsome vocal inset to simplistic 
festive jangle “Share Our Secrets” 
speaks to producer Fred Eaglesmith’s 
understanding not only of songcraft as 
a gemstone in need of the right setting 
but of vocals mic’d for maximum variety 
within an organic whole. Prime example: 
“Fireworks” is pure Lucinda Williams 
circa Sweet Old World. The seventh, 
eighth, and ninth slots suffer in com- 
parison, but closer “Redhead Rosie” 
paddles ’n’ twangs a riverboat pearl 
straight out of Delaney & Bonnie. You 
Can’t Take a Bad Girl Home, but you can 
sure as hell hole up at a Days Inn.

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THE OCTOPUS PROJECT 

Hexadecagon (Peek-A-Boo) 

TOP’S fourth full-length finally feels like 
a real project, complete with extra credit. 

The local quartet shakes off the neon brain 
freeze of 2007’s Hello , Avalanche and stacks 
more ambitious experimentation into clear 
focus: 1970s prog whiffs (“A Phantasy”), 
fusionesque jazz (“Korakrit”). Turns out the 
beloved electro rockers just needed a strong 
outline. In this case, Hexadecagon was 
designed as an eight-channel, eight-screen 
multimedia sonic event, which only furthers 
the group’s custom-made surround sound 
geekery. It suits TOP, and Hexadecagon, 
more than past work, finds them diving headlong into unexplored realms (the 11-minute 
“Circling”), and sounding more thoughtful, less cartoonish. They worked in stages and 
attention to detail here is heightened right down to the geometric images on the pack- 
aging. Hexadecagon is a concept album that’s actually fun to indulge. (The Octopus 
Project plays Hexadecagon Friday, Dec. 3, at East Side Drive-In.)

A motorcycle engine revving the start of “Drop Dead 
Gorgeous” kicks New Mystery Girl’s old persona of Chrissy Flatt 
to the curb, and when the dust settles, Twist City spins with 
crunchy, roots-driven rock (“Staring Down,” “Dangerous Lines,” 
“Fleard It All Before”), country-flavored roll (“Dandelion Roars,” 
“Pirate Radio”), and sweet sentiments (“Gather All the Roses”). 
Here’s hoping New Mystery Girl doesn’t stay a secret. ★★★ 

EMILY SHIRLEY Tiny Truths 

Each track on Emily Shirley’s five-song EP reveals a piece 
of her world, the local’s pensive indie pop weaving threads of 
melodic musings (“Taking the Sun,” “Earnest”) and personal 
quirk (“Flowers,” “Blueberry Song”). When she ponders, “I 
find the quiet hours hold the most truth” on “Quiet Hours,”

THE BLACK 

Sun in the Day Moon 
at Night (Moon) 

Liner notes for the 
Black’s sophomore 
LP declare the disc 
“a combination of his- 
tory remembered and 
history interpreted,” an apt rendering of this 
Austin quartet, which sidles through musical 
annotations as if they were flipping through 
racks of used vinyl. For their first full-length 
since 2005’s Tanglewood, Black heads David 
Longoria and Alan Schaefer wrangle former 
Voxtrotters Jason Chronis and Matt Simon to 
fill out the rhythm, and commence jumpin’ 
out the jukebox like “Johnny B. Goode” behind 
opener “Freeway (Exiled).” As Longoria’s nasal 
whine bleeds all over the sliced guitar lines, 
the band dissects Dylan on the allusion- 
riddled “Now I Am Here” and compose their 
own legend of “Casey Jones.” The backside 
shines behind a roughed rockabilly rhythm 
in “Love Don’t Need a Reason,” the saxed- 
up “Ms. Henry,” and slow, country turn of 
“Green Leaves.” The Black may settle in the 
penumbra of the histories they orbit, but they 
enforce their own gravitational pull equally.

Patterns 

If the Black and 
White Years’ epony- 
mous 2008 debut was

the heavy, electro pulse and jabbing vox of 
intoxicating opening salvo “Up!,” B&WYs 
pound heavily on Yeasayer’s indie imprima- 
tur, yet diced through a New Wave tremor 
they continue to surf.

The Bethel Woods Center for the Arts in Bethel, N.Y., hosts 
internationally known musicians and performers. The center is 
located at the top of a hill overlooking the site of the 1969 

Woodstock Music & Art Fair. 

By the time I got to Wood- 
stock, it was 41 years gone, 
but everywhere was the rem- 
inder of song and celebration. 

Besides two outdoor 
amphitheatres, the institute 
houses a psychedelic muse- 
um documenting three days 
of peace, music, and mud in 
the New York countryside 
that became one of the 
defining moments in late- 
Sixties pop culture. Visitors 
walk through a decade cap- 
tured in multimedia exhibits. 

To understand the lasting 
meaning of Woodstock, you 
have to consider the time. 

Social revolution was hap- 
pening in every aspect of 
society. The decade had been full of momentous events - man set foot on the moon, major politi- 
cal figures were assassinated, and music was reinvented as the language of a generation. 

Enter four lads from New York City with the idea of staging an arts and music fair. Less than 30 
days before the event, the festival was moved to Max Yasgur’s dairy farm outside of Bethel. They 
expected 150,000 attendees, not nearly 500,000. To the governor, it was a disaster; to others, it 
was a garden party. By opening day, Friday, Aug. 15, 1969, the infrastructure was only partially com- 
plete, and there were 175,000 fans on the hillside waiting to hear music. 

Of the 30 artists that performed over the weekend, Creedence Clearwater Revival was the first 
band to agree to play. The Who played a 24-song set beginning at 4am on Sunday morning. Jimi 
Flendrix played a 19-song set to a crowd that had dwindled to approximately 40,000 hearty souls 
early Monday morning. 

The museum immerses visitors in the sights and sounds of the unique event. Just as the 
Academy Award-winning documentary film solidified the festival’s place in history, nine short films 
tell the festival’s story. The museum is a combination of history lesson and nostalgia. It’s an 
unblinking look at the three days, and at the end it asks: “Was it just a three-day vacation devoted 
to fun, music, and self-indulgence?” 

For many who attended the event or dreamed they did, Yasgur’s pasture called them back every 
year to reminisce, even when access was impeded. Now it is part of the art center’s grounds and 
open to the public. Standing at the Woodstock monument near where the stage was, it all looks so 
much smaller now. 

In 1996 Alan Gerry purchased the site, and in 2004 the Gerry Foundation began building the 
Bethel Woods Center for the Arts. The museum opened in 2008 and has collected physical and 
audio memories from the festival and is developing an alumni registry. 

Bethel Woods Center for the Arts and the Woodstock museum are about seven miles outside of 
Bethel, N.Y. For more information, go to www.bethelwoodscenter.org.

Who’s Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf? 

Mary Moody Northen Theatre,

A word to the wise: 2 in the morning is not the best time to 
drop in on George and Martha. Visiting this contentious couple 
at that dark hour is akin to landing at a jungle watering hole just 



as two excessively vicious predators square 
off against each other in a showdown for 
supremacy. Their reckless savagery is such 
that woe betide any creatures stumbling into 
their midst. You can count on such innocents 
to be turned on and torn limb from limb. 

So it goes in Who’s Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf?, when Nick and Honey appear at 
George and Martha’s doorstep in the dead 
of night. New to the college where Martha’s 
father has been president for decades and 
George is an associate professor of history, 
the young marrieds think they’re in for just 
an amiable little apres-faculty party nightcap. 
But their hosts, having lapped liberally from 
the liquor cabinet already, are into the lat- 
est round of their long-running marital duel 
- 23 years and counting, they repeatedly 
remind us - rehashing George’s humiliating 
failures in both academia and manhood and 
Martha’s gin-soaked bitterness and bullying 
with a ferocity that borders on the bestial. 

That sense of feral aggression informs 
much of this Mary Moody Northen Theatre 
production. Babs George’s Martha is red in 
tooth and claw and caftan, costumer Jennifer 
J. Madison’s luridly crimson dress giving her 
the appearance of having come from a fresh 
kill where she bathed in her victim’s blood. 
And Babs George wears it with the authority 
of a lioness before a pride. Indeed, her eyes 
convey an air of the big cat, glinting when 
she’s on the attack; you can almost see 
her catch the scent of blood on the wind. 

Her Martha lives for the hunt and operates 
on primal instincts. Ev Lunning Jr. infuses 
his George with more cunning, calculating 
where a strike will do the most damage 


before assailing his victim. His professorial 
reserve and classic academic look, down to 
the spectacles and sand-hued sweater with 
stitched elbow patches, serve as a kind of 
camouflage, suggesting a less deadly char- 
acter. But Lunning’s George proves to have 
fangs as sharp and lethal as his wife’s. 

And that proves most unfortunate for 
Nick and Honey. As played by St. Edward’s 
University student Meredith Montgomery, 
Honey is a doe separated from the herd, 
her eyes darting nervously as she’s circled 
by her hosts. She hasn’t a chance, and she 
senses it. Her husband fares a bit better; 
fellow student Kel Sanders gives him a cock- 
sureness rooted in Nick’s youth and virility 
that allows him to face, even challenge, 
George and Martha. But he can’t match the 
older couple in ruthlessness, and he too 
goes down like some hobbled antelope. 

In 1962, the shock of Edward Albee’s 
play came from its brutality, ripping away 
the placid mask of postwar domestic life to 
reveal a caustic, cruel face beneath. Given 
how much more graphic and profane work 
has come down the pike in the five decades 
since, you might think the play had lost 
that power today. But in the moment before 
Lunning’s George makes his final, devastat- 
ing confrontation with Martha, one feels a 
queasiness in the pit of the stomach, that of 
the suspended instant before a roller coast- 
er begins its terrifying plummet. Director 
Christina J. Moore has tapped the drama’s 
dark source and, with her talented collabo- 
rators, crafted a version of Who’s Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf? that unsettles us as deeply 
as ever. - Robert Faires

On a tour stop between appearances in Hawaii and Eastern 
Europe, Michelle Schumann swung through town this past 
weekend for the Austin Chamber Music Center’s latest concert, 
Birthday Suit(e). For this celebration of four composers whose 


birth years tick backward from 2010 in tidy 
50-year increments, Schumann invited Texas 
native and up-and-coming soprano Hanan 
Alattar to join her in tackling the most inti- 
mate of forms: the art song. 

The two artists looked stunning as they 
took the stage, Alattar in multitextured black 
against Schumann’s flowing gray gown. 

From their easy back-and-forth, it was clear 
the two were friends. Since meeting dur- 
ing their years at the University of Texas at 
Austin, both women have charted successful 
careers that take them around the world, a 
fine legacy of the Butler School of Music. 

First up, marking Samuel Barber’s 100th 
birthday, was the composer’s Four Songs, 
which showcases his characteristic blend 
of melancholy and harmonic tension. 
Schumann and Alattar opened the evening 
beautifully with “Heaven-Haven (A Nun Takes 
the Veil).” Alattar’s presence was gripping, 
making it easy to imagine her capturing the 
attention of an opera house’s packed audi- 
ence. Her vocal work, meanwhile, befitted 
the intimate setting of the First Unitarian 
Universalist sanctuary. Amidst perhaps a 
hundred guests, Alattar captured the deli- 
cacy of the art songs, matching Schumann’s 
assured dynamics most successfully in the 
sumptuous “Sure on This Shining Night.” 

Hopping back 50 more years, the artists 
next performed Hugo Wolf’s Goethe-Lieder, a 
collection of three Mignon songs. Never short 
on drama, Wolf’s songs mimic his own tur- 
bulent lifelong struggle with depression. The 
material gave Alattar much to chew on, and the 
result was a florid, passionate performance. 

Intermission was preceded by the night’s 
sole living composer, Osvaldo Golijov. The 
youngest work was also unfortunately the 
concert’s least memorable. Golijov’s ethe- 
real, nuanced style is among the most 


unique in composition today, but this piece, 
“Lua Descolorida,” especially sandwiched 
between his fellow composers, didn’t go any- 
where. Despite this, the performance was 
technically strong, including gorgeous cross- 
hand work by Schumann. 

Following intermission, the audience was 
sent back a full 200 years to the birth of 
Robert Schumann with his Frauenliebe und 
-leben. A chronicle of the life and love of 
a woman through the filter of her adora- 
tion for her husband, the songs are the 
composer’s admiring portrait of himself and 
are as unabashedly romantic as they are 
enjoyably arrogant. Robert Schumann’s vari- 
eties of setting and mood, as well as the 
extensive virtuosity required of both singer 
and pianist, set up a tremendous second 
act. Alattar and Michelle Schumann were 
fantastic throughout. Highlights were the 
sweet “Seit ich ihn gesehen,” the sprawling 
“Susser Freund, du blickest mich verwun- 
dert an” (whose allusion to sex was the 
night’s only obvious paean to the birthday 
suit), and the sad, spare “Nun hast du mir 
den ersten Schmerz getan,” which closes 
the set with a solemn solo piano reprisal of 
the opening love ode. 

The audience wanted more, so Alattar 
and Schumann came back out to perform 
“Quando me’n vo,” Musetta’s famous aria 
from Puccini’s La Boheme. Alattar wowed, 
moving coyly through the audience, and to 
her credit, her performance was supersat- 
isfying, even taken out of context. As an 
encore to this studied, delicate night of 
art songs, though, the aria was a strange 
distraction. I know, an encore is an encore, 
but the two could have easily brought back 
any of the Robert Schumann or Wolf pieces. 
Indeed, no distraction was necessary from 
this fine concert. - Michael Kellerman

There are more empty swimming pools in the Champion Gallery 
than in an entire volume of The Complete Stories ofJ.G. Ballard. 
But wait: We speak of swimming pools only figuratively, although 


the pools created by artist Sonya Berg - cre- 
ated in oil, gouache, graphite, and toner 
transfer on paper affixed to small panels 
- are devoid of figurative painting, as empty 
of humans as of the water that fills those 
humans and, chemically altered, those pools. 

These tiny panels spark the walls of the 
austere new gallery Downtown, jumping 
squares of complicated color into a viewer’s 
eye, providing relief from the possibility of 
having gone, eerily, snow-blind in the midst 
of all the whiteness. Perhaps it’s the winter 
chill, closing in even here in Texas, that 
prompts such thoughts; perhaps it’s the 
subliminal knowledge that it’s eerily wrong 
for all those pools to be so empty at the 
same time, unless they’re shut down for the 
imminently freezing season. 

Or perhaps it’s the other artworks in the 
rooms. The big artworks, as big as the empty- 


pool scenes are small, are rendered in noth- 
ing but expressively applied graphite on vast 
swaths of paper, depicting landscapes as seen 
from above or beyond: entire vistas in mono- 
chrome against the blankness, actively expan- 
sive, it seems, in one’s field of sight. Scenes 
of rivers, of swirling rapids, or, most often, 
of the tumult and magnificence of immense 
waterfalls are seen from a falcon’s perspec- 
tive. Merely - merely! - practiced graphite on 
formerly pristine paper shrinks gallery visitors 
to somewhat less than life-size in life’s eyes. 

These are compelling works - the large 
and the little - that will reward the eyes’ 
attention, that will scare the hell out of any 
wallet constrained by a journalist’s bud- 
get, that are a welcome respite from the 
polychrome parade of citizens and all their 
urban noise and violence just beyond the 
gallery’s walls. - Wayne Alan Brenner

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Danny Boyle’s 127 Hours is the calm, cool, and tear-your-hair- 
out exciting mirror image of Tony Scott’s bland and formulaic 
Unstoppable. Both are based on true stories but Scott embel- 
lishes his train wreck with all manner of dopey Sturm und Drang, 


while Boyle, working from a script co-written 
with his Slumdog Millionaire collabora- 
tor, Simon Beaufoy, adapts Aron Ralston’s 
“trapped in the wilderness” memoir with hell- 
ishly gripping aplomb. In case you’ve been 
living under a rock (or stuck in a crevasse), 
Ralston is the youthful outdoorsman who, 
while hiking Moab, Utah’s Bluejohn Canyon 
in 2003, suddenly found himself 
trapped when a boulder he was 
perched on collapsed and lodged 
his right arm between a literal 
rock and a hard place. Foolishly, 

Ralston had left home that morn- 
ing without informing anyone of his 
intended whereabouts. As Ralston 
(Franco) repeatedly says, “Oops.” 

127 Hours is an archetypal tale of man vs. 
nature vs. himself (Jack London would’ve 
loved this). Ralston, after a pleasant morning 
of mountain-biking and cavorting in Eden- 
esque underground swimming holes with a 
pair of newbie female hikers (Tamblyn and 
Mara), falls from nature’s grace and lands 
in an impossible, horrific situation: His arm 
is crushed and unable to be freed by any 
conventional means, he’s low on water, and 
absolutely no one is aware of his plight. His 
only tools are a cheap Leatherman knockoff 
knife, a length of rope, some climbing tackle, 
a video camera (which is deployed to excel- 
lent, even endearing, effect), and his wits. 

It’s a bad trip in every sense of the phrase. 

If and how he extricates himself isn’t much 
of a secret by now; suffice it to say that 
when you’re stocking up on sharp survival 


tools, buy American. 127 Hours is an unre- 
lenting tour de force but it’s also, thanks to 
Beaufoy’s clever script and Boyle’s inspired 
direction, an unforgettable examination of 
the human spirit under extreme duress. 
Franco is simply amazing, summoning every 
actorly skill he possesses to the fore and 
rendering the real-life Ralston in utterly raw 
and highly emotional terms that 
even the most jaded filmgoer can 
find sympathetic. You’d think the 
story of one man’s claustrophobic 
and precarious ordeal might grow 
old pretty quickly, but this is direc- 
tor Danny Boyle we’re talking about 
here, the man who first turned 
flat-sharing into a viscerally hilari- 
ous nightmare in his 1994 debut feature, 
Shallow Grave. Boyle makes fine and canny 
use of delirium-infused flashbacks and hal- 
lucinatory cinematography (by Anthony Dod 
Mantle and Enrique Chediak), often including 
split screen and montage, to relate Ralston’s 
backstory and allow us into his increasingly 
panicky mindset. That alone is an accomplish- 
ment of directorial skill. The fact that Franco 
gives the performance of his career (thus far, 
and I’m obviously discounting his stony-cool 
turn in Judd Apatow’s brilliant and beloved 
Freaks and Geeks) is the icing on the cake. 
Fair warning, oh squeamish ones: 127 Hours 
does not shy away from (nor does it stint 
on) Ralston’s ultimate method of obtaining 
egress from his predicament. Which is exactly 
as it should be. - Marc Savlov

HARRY POTTER AND 
THE DEATHLY HALLOWS: 

PART 1 D: David Yates; with Daniel Radcliffe, Rupert

“These are dark times,” the Minister 
for Magic (Nighy) announces right off the 
bat, and this film plays positively like a 
limbo game of how low can you go into the 
dark, darker, darkest. Now imagine bleaker, 
more benighted still - witness execu- 
tions, ambushes, and snakes galore - and 
you’re somewhere in the neighborhood of 
Deathly Hallows' suitably end-times feel. 

The first half of a two-film adaptation of 
J.K. Rowling’s final book about the battle 
between the damaged boy wizard Harry 
(Radcliffe) and the monstrous dark lord 
Voldemort (Fiennes), Harry Potter and the 
Deathly Hallows: Part 1 is, as a whole, the 
finest Potter film yet. To any agnostic who 
squirmed through the early, lightly cartoon- 
ish pictures, that may sound like qualified 
praise. Let’s try it again: I came to the first 
six films of the Harry Potter cycle as both a 
fan and a film critic - two discrete person- 
ages with sometimes competing interests 
and expectations. This is the first film in 
the series in which I didn’t have to distin- 
guish between the two, or make apologies 
for one to the other. Top to bottom, it’s a 
thrilling piece of cinema, from the superla- 
tive digital effects and original score from 
Alexandre Desplat - the best movie-music 
maestro working today - to the saga-scoped 
camerawork of cinematographer Eduardo 
Serra and Steve Kloves’ deft distillation of 
one-half of 784 pages. Gone are the sweet 
hijinks at Hogwarts School of Witchcraft 
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and Wizardry, as well as any “hey, look at 
me!” magical inventions; Deathly Hallows is 
all business - taut, fraught, and fearsome. 
When Voldemort’s minions, the Death Eaters, 
storm the Ministry and install themselves 
as fascistic rulers, Harry and best friends 
Hermione (Watson) and Ron (Grint) go under- 
ground. This is a quest movie, with a lot 
of ground covered, and just as our heroes 
never stay long in one place or feel safe in 
their surroundings, neither does the audi- 
ence. (Yates, who helmed the last two films 
and will see it through to its Part 2 finish in 
July, establishes in frame one a feeling of 
barely-checked panic and sustains it through- 
out.) That quest sends the three friends 
trudging through a winter-ravaged British 
landscape to find and destroy the remain- 
ing Horcruxes, talismans in which Voldemort 
safeguarded splinters of his soul. There’s 
an additional mystery - that of the title’s 
Deathly Hallows - and it turns out to be a 
very grim fairy tale indeed (seriously: the 
Grim Reaper top-bills), which is illuminated 
here in an animated sequence designed and 
directed by Ben Hibon. It’s a stunning shad- 
ow play that recalls the spindly gorgeous- 
ness of The Adventures of Prince Achmed, 
and the level of artistry in this three-minute 
set-piece surpasses anything yet seen in the 
Potter films. But there are simpler, less tech- 
nically razzle-dazzle moments to savor, too. 
Kloves, who has written all but one of the 
series’ screenplays (and frankly bobbled in 
the last one, Harry Potter and the Half-Blood 
Prince), goes off book to write an original, 
incandescent scene between Harry and 
Hermione that wordlessly elides a raw mix 
of emotions, and he gives Ron, now plainly 
in love with Hermione, a monumental mono- 
logue that is at once tender and winning 
and ripe for later ribbing. (Too bad Harry has 
no romantic equivalent; while all the other 
child actors aged quite brilliantly into nimble 
emoters, Bonnie Wright, as Harry’s intended, 
Ginny Weasley, is, as ever, a wet blanket.) 
Deathly Hallows has been stripped of the 
series’ tendency to mug hamlike for laughs; 
what remains is genuinely funny stuff that 
is still truthful to the spirit of these decent, 
sometimes goofy kid-characters, whom 
we’ve watched grow up in the course of 10 
years. They remain fundamentally the same, 
only now with jaws set hard from troubled 
times behind and before them. They’ve been 
through something epic, and for the first 
time, truly, so have we. - Kimberley Jones

Aliens vs. Predator: Requiem. The effects in 
this new movie are, indeed, quite stunning. 

In the middle of the night, without warning, 
alien invaders descend on L.A. The creatures 
take various forms: One looks like an ugly, 
flying Venus flytrap with octopus tentacles, 
another walks on Earth with giant Godzilla-like 
legs, and all seem to emanate from a hover- 
ing mother ship and produce an eerie blue 
light that sucks humans into oblivion should 
they stare at it too long. That’s about all we 
ever learn about these space marauders, 
except, perhaps, for the icky coda in which 
the victims’ brains are sucked out of their 
bodies as if they are dime-a-dozen crawfish. 
Made on an estimated budget of $10 million, 
which is small potatoes for a good-looking 
effects film, Skyline demonstrates some of 
the wonders that can be accomplished on 
those terms. Whatever the budget, however, 
a greater amount of it should have been paid 
to a screenwriter instead of allowing script- 
ing novices Joshua Cordes (the second unit 
director on Skyline) and Liam O’Donnell (one 
of the film’s many producers) handle the 
task. Skyline is the kind of movie in which 


the characters make so many dumb moves 
and repeat the same trite exclamations that 
audiences love to watch them in order to yell 
mocking comments back at the screen. For 
example: Why do the menfolk decide instantly 
to leave the confines of their safe high-rise 
apartment to go out and investigate the phe- 
nomenon before even switching on the TV or 
checking their Twitter feeds for further infor- 
mation? How is it that these tentacled things 
can probe inside apartments for prey but are 
stymied by kitchen islands? And, once the air 
cavalry arrives, how are those drones able to 
engage in dogfights? Logical questions arrive 
with almost every new sequence. Most curi- 
ous of all, however, is how the filmmakers 
could pass up the obvious joke opportunities 
about Angelenos being done in by their brain- 
less inability to resist bright, shiny objects. 
Don’t make the same mistake: Don’t go 
toward the light. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Unstoppable is a lot like speed. 
Not the movie, the amphetamine. 
It’s manic and wearyingly predict- 
able, and as soon as it begins, 
you know exactly how it’s going to 
end: with a hard, fast crash (and 
the requisite yakkety epilogue). 
There’s been plenty written about 
what a smash-bang, seat-of-your- 
pants action film Unstoppable is, 
and those expectations brought 
in lots of viewers across the land. 
Certainly, the theatre I saw it in 
was packed to the gills, although 
while eavesdropping in the whis- 
per stream on the way out, the 
general consensus, as much as 
I could decipher, was that it was 
either a) the best action movie 
ever made or b) pretty alright. 

That last came from a long-haul 
trucker from Sacramento, who sat 
behind me and kept up a politely 
quiet and impressively snarky 
running commentary throughout 
the film. For once, I owe the gab- 
bers zero ill will. It must be said: 
This gimme-hatted gear-jammer 
was immensely more entertain- 
ing than Scott’s new film, which, 
if you haven’t heard, is “based 
on true events” (highly adrenal- 
ized though they may be). Oh, 
but what a fun pitch meeting it 
must have been: “There’s this 
unmanned train, see, powered 
up at full throttle, see, and it’s 
headed toward population! And 
Denzel Washington plays a heroic

motorman who recently lost his wife to 
cancer! And that new Captain Kirk guy’s 
the rookie conductor who has a dying 
kid! - no, scratch that last bit - he’s got 
a broken heart ! How can it miss?!” How 
indeed? There’s no denying that Scott’s a 
master at fetishizing those massive, hulk- 
ing, clanking, shrieking locomotives and 
their equally cacophonous freight yards 
- the Tonka kid in all of us will enjoy the 
heck out of that - but once the story com- 
mences, there’s really nowhere much for it 
to go but straight to the end of the track. 
The script, by Mark Bomback (Live Free or 
Die Hard), doesn’t add a lick of originality 
to the rolling chaos and instead quotes 
every preordained passage in the Book 
of Badass Action. Apart from those mon- 
strous trains, Dawson turns in the only inter- 
esting characterization in the film (and that 
itself is a riff of sorts on Washington’s role in 
The Taking of Pelham 1 2 3). Unstoppable' s 
runaway train premise is equalled in hol- 
low, thudding bombast only by the faux 
Fox News snippets that provide unneces- 
sary yet near-constant exposition along 
the way. Unstoppable is interminable, 
especially for connoisseurs of the action 
spectacle. They will recall with fondness 
such far better films as Runaway Train or 
even the old Sinatra chestnut Von Ryan's 
Express. Hey, at least that one threw in 
some Nazis for our heroes to contend 
with. Scott tosses the occasional foreign 
object onto the track from time to time, 
horse trailers and the like, but in the end 
Unstoppable is derailed by its own one- 
track premise. - Marc Savlov

COOL IT D: Ondi Timoner. (PG, 89 min.) 

Ondi Timoner’s clear-eyed and commonsen- 
sical documentary, Cool It, makes the case that we 
have been poleaxed by the fear of global warming so 
completely that we are, in effect, immobilized. That’s 
obvious to anyone who’s experienced the depress- 
ing feeling that the issue is just too mammoth to 
solve. “Chill out,” says Timoner’s subject, the Danish 
academic/environmentalist Bjorn Lomborg, and 
let’s tackle the problem via a cost-benefit analysis, 
minus the panic and onrushing sense of impending 
doom. Gathering together the best and the bright- 
est scientists, engineers, and futurists, Lomborg 
lays out a multitiered plan to solve not just global 
warming, but pretty much everything else that bedev- 
ils modern civilization. And, most importantly, he 
makes his case with heartfelt cogency. No scream- 
ing end-of-days Fox News-styled fear factory this: 
Lomborg’s arguments are decidedly convincing and 
remarkably doable. Fear is the mind killer, yes, but 
Lomborg (with assistance from Timoner’s straight- 
forward, uncomplicated doc) is the voice of reason.

Perry 
has brushed up his directing skills, though his 
plainspoken, unsubtle aesthetic is an uncomfort- 
able match for the fragility of Shange’s poetic 
monologues. Still, Elise, Newton, Devine, Rose, 
Washington, and Rashad find the pulse of their 
characters and are able to convey something of 
their emotions, even when they lack clarity and 
backstory. There is a lot of turmoil captured in 
these vignettes: date rape, infanticide, promiscu- 
ity, back-alley abortion, pathological religiosity, and 
AIDS, to name but a few.

Recognizing that 
he’s close to buckling under the demands of his 
age and his ambition, Craig checks himself into 
a mental ward, resulting in a mandated five-day 
stay in the hospital. You probably already know 
where this is going - the lessons Craig will learn, 
the truths he will discover about himself. And yet, 
there’s sweet surprise in how it happens. Boden and 
Fleck’s warmhearted film is a sensitive but also very 
funny portrait of the way we respond to pressure.

With its sitcom-ready premise and its engaging 
and attractive leads, Life as We Know It lives up to its 
title: This romantic comedy is more of the same. In 
this improbable story, Holly Berenson (Heigl) and Eric 
Messer (Duhamel), who goes by his last name, become 
instant parents when their best friends (MacArthur and 
Hendricks of Mad Men fame) die in a car accident and 
leave a will that designates Holly and Messer as the 
child’s guardians. Each is a friend of only one of the 
spouses, and their antipathy for each other is delin- 
eated in a blind date shown in the movie’s preamble. 
Nevertheless, they move into their friends’ house to 
raise adorable Sophie (the Clagett triplets). Eventually, 
they discover what we knew all along: These two 
belong together.

FIX SHIFT LOCK BEFORE 
CAR GOES ON THE BLOCK 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 2000 Ford Escort ZX2 with 
110,000 miles and an automatic transmis- 
sion. It starts fine, hut I cannot get it out 
of park unless I stick a screwdriver in the 
shift lock override slot while turning the key. 
That’s a little hit of a hassle. It also makes 
the car kind of hard to sell. Since I’m get- 
ting ready to sell it, what will it cost me to 
fix this problem? - Bev 

TOM: Well, you could just stick the 
screwdriver in there and then hacksaw it off 
and paint over it, Bev That’s what I’d do. 

RAY: And that’s why my brother has 
never successfully sold a car to anyone 
other than a junk man in the past three 
decades. I’d fix it correctly, Bev. This car 
still has a fair amount of resale value. 

TOM: The problem is the shift lock, 
which prevents you from taking the car out 
of park unless your foot is on the brake. 
It’s a safety device, designed to keep you 
from shifting into drive or reverse while 
stepping on the gas and inadvertently 
speeding over your garbage cans. 

RAY: Or the neighbor’s children. 

TOM: The shift lock has several com- 
ponents, and the cost will depend on 
which component is broken. The way 
it works is that when you step on the 
brake, a switch energizes a solenoid, 
which pulls a pin and allows you to shift 
out of park. 

RAY: It could be as simple as a bad 
fuse. If that’s all it is, it’ll cost you a 
buck to fix. Or it could be the switch at 
the brake pedal. That’s probably about
